A large mumber of amendments were 
adopted, among them one limiting the 
Chinese exclusion legislation to a re 
affirmation of the exclusion law of 
1902, and other existing exclusion laws. 
AD amendment which was accepted 
was that excluding Chinese and other 
aliens coming in as a result of agree- 
menis between other countries and 
steamship companies, having especial 
feference to a contract between the 
Cunard line and the government of 
Hungary to supply annually 30,000 im- 
migrants to the steamship company. 
About 200 private pension bills were 
passed during the day. 

Mr. Platt of New York presented a 
protest from the Chamber of Com- 
merce of New York against the Chi- 
nese exclusion amendment to the 
Genetal Deficiency Bill, declaring that 
in view of the efforts tnat are being 
made to cultivate and increase trade 
relations with the Chinese empire, 
“further restrictive measures wouid, In 
opinion, be suicidal, and we be- 
liexe would entirely subvert these ef- 
forts.” 

The protest was ordered printed. 

Mr. Hale said the provision had 
been inserted by the House, and the 
Senate Committee on Appropriations, 
feeling that.it did not have time to 
consider {ft sufficiently, had decided to 
gend the entire mattér back to the 
Senate without suggesting y amend- 
ments whatever, and also without 
special recommendation.

Mr. Cullom said there had been too 
little time for consideration of the 
whole subject, and suggested that 
Congress shoyld now content i! rt 
with making sure that existing legis- 
Intion would apply after the denounce- 
ment of the treaty of 1884, and Mr.

Cumbersome Way of Getting 
Convention Delegates. ~ 

in Minds of Many. 

Puzzle is Explained. 


Much confusion appears to exist 
cerning the matter and manner of se- 
lecting delegates to the State and Con- 
gressional District conventions. Many 
persons seem to believe that the same 
delegates will also nominate a Con- 
gressman, and that the Assembly-dis- 
trict conventions will nominate As- 
sembiymen. “Such, however is not the 
case. 

The secretary of the Congressional 
Committee, Luther Brown, gives the 
following brief statement and ex- 
Planation: 

“The Republican State and Congres- 
sional district conventions will meet at 
Sacramento May 18. The only purpose 
of these conventions is to nominate 
delegates to the Republican National 
Convention, 

“The Representative § in Congress 
from this, the Seventh Congress 
District, which is the same as Los An- 
geles county, will be nominated at 
another convention to be held by the 
Congressionai Committee to meet 
probably in the latter part of. August. 

“Assemblymen, State Senators and 
members of the Board of Supervisors 
will not be nominated at the present 
time, but at a later convention, the 

delegdtes to which will be chosen in 
August. 

“The only issue at present is the se- 
lection of delegates to the nationa! 
feconvention, which will nominate can- 
didates for President and Vice-Pres- 
ident. 

“This county will have eighty-cight 
delegates to the State convention, 
the same delegates will be the Po 
gates to the district convention. 

“The State convention will elect four 
delegates-at-large to the national con- 
vention, and four alternates. The Sev- 
enth Congress District Conven- 
tion will eleet two delegates to the 
national convention and two alter- 
nates. 

STATE PRIMARY LAW. 

“The State Primary Law is respon- 
sible for the cumbersome procedure 
necessary to elect delegates'to the 
State and district conventions in that 
it is applicable only to the cities of 
Los Angeles and Pasadena, and the 
county and Congressional 
are obliged to pfovide some other 
manner for the election of delegates 
from the refiaining portions of the 
county. 

“This is made still more confusing 
by reason of the fact that many of the 
Assembly districts: lie partly within 
one or the other of these cities ana 
partly without. The portion within the 

is governed by the primary law-— 
t portion outside of the city is not 
so governed. 

“The delegates to the State conven: | 
tion will be elected May 3% Those | 
within the two cities above named at 
‘the primary election, as governed by 
the law; those outside by the Assrem- 
bly-@istrict conventions held within 
the werious Assembly districts on the 
same day. 

“In ase to simplify matters as 
much as possible the.(Congressional ana 
county committees ve issued a joint 


“The law provides that. a set of del- 
egates may be elected by Assembly 
districts or portions of Assembly § dis- 
tricts within the cities specified; but 
no way is provided by which a. list ot 
delegates to be voted for-is to be made 
up vr nominated. Therefore, the joint 
call provides that in each Assembly 
district within the cities of Los An- 
geles and Pasadena there shall be a 
nominating convention held Saturday, 
April 34, to nominate candidates to be 
voted for at the primary election on 
the following Tuesday. 

“These nominating conventions will 
be composed of delegates from every 
precinct within the Assembly district 
or portion of Assembly district within 
said cities; These precinct delegates 
will be elected at a precinct caucus in 
each precinct Wednesday evening, 
April 27, at 8 o'clock. The precinct 
committee man is to gelect the place 
for the holding of this caucus and to 
give due notice thereof. Each precinct 
is to have one delegate for every 
“oe votes cast for Pardee. 
“The chronological order is as fol- 
ows 
“For Angeles and Pasadena—

OUTSIDE DISTRICTS. 

“In the Assembly districts and por- 
tions of Assembly districts outside of 
the cities of Los Angeles and Pasadena 
the plan, as formulated by the Con- 
committees, is 
not quite so complex or burdensome. 

“Friday, April 29, from 1 to 6 o'clock 
p.m., primary election jn each precinct 
to elect delegates to an Assembly-dis- 
trict convention—each precinct will be 
entitled to one delegate for every 
twenty-five votes cast for Pardee. The 
precinct committeeman is to give due 
notice of the place whert the primary 
election is to held. 

“These precinct delegates will meet 
in their respective Assembly-district

in the United States. Why is it that, 


while corruption among municipa! of- 
Bcials is practically unknown in 
Great Britain, it is so unfortunately 
common in this country as scarcely to 
Swake remark? No self-respecting 
American will certainly admit, for a 
* moment, that Britishers are constitu- 
tionally honest, while Americans are 
constitutionally dishonest. Conse- 
quently, the difference must lie not so 
much in the men as in the manner of 
choosing them and retaining them in 
office. 
_ This leads to the suggestion that the 
good citizens of Los Angeles will soon 
be called upon to interest themselves 
im the important question of electing 
new kings to rule over us, for a period 
of two years. On the fifth day of next 
December we shall be called upon to 
x the destiny of the city for the two 
years following, by electing one or an- 
other set of nominations for city of- 
fices. That date seems a long way off, 
but the conventions that determine the 
limit of choice for the voter are in 
the month of October, which sets the 
time that much nearer to us. As a 
matter of fact, the candidates are al- 
ready begiuning to lay the foundations 
for their campaign for nomination, 
and some of the most important ele- 
- ments of the contest of December 5 are 
now in the formative condition, which 
experts in politics tell us is the most 
important phase of their development. 
The key to the city government of 
Los Angeles.is the Council, which con- 
sists of nine men, elected by the vote 
of the individual wards. These men 
receive a compensation of $100 a 
month. They are in reguiar session 
_@ne day in each week, and committee 
work and attention to the needs of 
their wards, or to the city’s genera! 
business, is likely to consume one day 
more. In other words, the municipal- 
ity demands one-third of a man's

4 self. Leaving the present Council, 


time in return for the $100 it pays him 
per month. The compensation is not 
large, it is true; but the theory of the 
framers of the charter was that the 
honor of the position was worth an- 
other hundred or so. | 

The real policy of the city govern- 
ment rests largely in the hands of these 
nine men, and it ig of the utmost im- 
portance that they should possess hon- 
esty above question, and abilities of 
the highest order. They should be 
men of the same class that are chosen 
to serve as directors of commercial 
and civic bodies, or to manage insti- 
tutions involving large financial re- 
sponsibility—men of character, cour- 
age and good judgment. _ 

There is no lack of such men in the 
community. The city now commands 
the services of not a few, on the com- 
missions, in the Board of Education, 
and in the various branches of the city 
government, including the Council it- 


however, out of the discussion—its 
good or bad qualities may be consid- 
ered later—it is true that during the 
past ten or fifteen years it has never 
happened that a clear majority of the 
Council has ween made up of the type 
we have described. Nearly every 
Council has contained one or two men 
of ability and undoubted integrity, 
but the majority, usually, were of the 
kind known behind their backs as 
“small men”—good-natured, well- 
meaning fellows, honest to the extent 
that they would not accept a direct 
bribe, but nevertheless amenable to 
corporate influence, skillful in ward 
polities, but decidedly weak on busi- 
ness experience. 

The presence of so many men of this 
type in the Council, term after term, 
has resulted finally in giving a sec- 
ond-class character and standing to the 
body as a whole, and from this it fol- 
lows that great difficulty is experienced 
in getting first-class men to enter for 
the doubtful honor. Thirty years ago 
this state of things prevailed in neariy 
every American city, but powerful in- 
fluences have been at work in Boston, 
New York, Chicago, Buffalo, Milwau- 
kee, Cleveland and even in St. Louis 
and Minneapolis, to raise the Counci! 
standard. They have been measur- 
ably successful in every case. “é 

Now is the time to enter upon such 
a campaign in this city—a systemati- 
effort for figst-class men from every 
ward ir the city, as candidates for the 
Council, If a sentiment can be raised 
all along this line in favor of the best 
men’ obtainable, instead of the men 
that “want the office,” the mere utter- 
ance of that sentiment wil! tend to call 
out: better material than the city usu- ’ 
ally has presented to choose from. 

The formation of a strong public 
sentiment in favor of an honest and 
capable Council can be assisted, in 
some degree, by the press and by the 
civie bodies, but its actual accomp!ish- 
ment, in the form to bring results, 
rests with the individual! citizen. If 
each man that is in earnest in his de- 
sire for a better city government will 
persistently talk among his neighbors 
and friends in the ward upon this 
topic, will seek out good men and help 
bring them to the front, it will easily 
be ‘possible to raise the standard of 
the nomina-ions, and give the city a 
governing body of the highest, most 
honorable and most efficient type. 


AD NEWS FROM WASHINGTON. 

It is bad news that comes over 

the wires from Washington in the 
shape of a special dispatch, published 
in yesterday's Times, telling how, after 
wobbling for some time, the House 
Committee on Public Lands had fallen 
duwn, and refused to make a favorable 
report on the bill repealing the Timber 
and Stone Act. Cause? “Special in- 
terests,” according to the dispatch. 
And eight members of the committee, 
out of thirteen, regarded these “spe- 
cial interests’’ as of more importance 
than the interests of the country at 
large. This, notwithstanding the fact 


that the repeal of the law, together / 


with the Desert Land Act, and the 
commutation clause ef the Homestead 
Act, have been repeatedly urged, by 
Presidents, by Secretaries of the In- 
terior, and by other high officiais, and 
have been strongly indorsed by scores 
of public bodies throughout the coun- 
try. This, further, notwithstanding 
the fact that it has been made plain, 
over and over again, that at the rate 
the public land is now passing into the 
hands of speculators, there will in 
very few years be nothing left for the 
bona fide homeseeker, and very little 
land for the government to irrigate 
and sell to settlers. 

The dispatch referred to concludes 
as follows: 

“The plan now is to take up the bil! 
next Dece along with other land 
legislation, and let the hearings cause 
delay in action till Congress adjourns. 
So it is doubtful now if the land legis- 
lation that the West is demanding can 
be had before the opening of the Fifty- 
ninth Congress, unless people who are 
interested exhibit great and insistent 
activity in demanding it.”

But What public man, 
speaking in the most comprehensive 
sense, could have “filled the place of 
McKinley?” Is there any man in the 
land who could have done so better 
than the man who was called to take 
the place of the martyred President? } 
At the bier of McKinley Mr. Roosevelt 
promised to carry out the policies 
mapped out by his fiustrious predeces- 
sor, so far as porsible. He has kept 
that promise. A great emergency sud- 
denly threw upon his shoulders re- 
sponsibilities that seldom come to any 
man. He has met those responsibilities 
with calmness, confidence, and rare 
courage. He has been frank with the 
people. He has been’ equally candid 
with friend and foe, for he is above 
the iniquity of double-dealing. He has 
made enemies, as all men of strong 
convictions and purposes are sure to 
do. If he has made mistakes, they 


heart, for his patriotism, his devotion 


to duty, and his absolute sincerity of | 


purpose are beyond calling into ques- 
tion. 
Theodore . Roosevelt, since he as- 
sumed the duties of President, has de- 
veloped, in a remarkable degree, the 
qualities requisite for the successful 
administration of that high office. It 
is no disparagement to him to say that 
even his Republican friends and ada- 
mirers were not without misgivings as 
to his success in attaining to the 
standards set by the lamented McKin- 
ley. These misgivings have long since 
vanished. Mr. Roosevelt has “risen to 
the occasion” beyond the expectations 
of his admirers. He has shown that the 
fears of his friends and the sneers of 
hie, enemies were, alike without foun- 
dation or justification.

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SALT LAKE GRADING GANGS ARE

Filling the Gap of the Line to the 
City of Sainte—Track Layers are 
About One Hundred and Thirty 
Miles Separated—Pacifie Electric 
Offices in Transit. 


The two grading camps which have 
been working toward each other these 
many months to fill the gap in the 
road to Salt Lake are reported but 
forty miles apart. Local officers of 
the company are elated over thc prog- 
ress. 


“Not far separated,”’ said one of the 
officials yesterday afternoon. “The 
work is being pushed hard. There is 
developing a feeling of unrest and ex- 
citement for all Salt Lake em) !oyés. 
They seem to be expecting someti »¢ 
to happen. What? Oh, probabiy 
that some big railroad corporation 
will grab the completed prize and oust 
a lot of head men from their jobs.” 

“Did Harriman’s visit have any ef- 
fect on this disturbed feeling among 
the Salt Lake men?” was asked. :

Street Superintendent Werdin will

BEING MARRIED AT ALL. 


First Joined by Contract to e 
A. Shorb, in This City, and ore 
Being Divorced Marriage 
Was Entered Into in Silincis—Next 
a Tangle in the Courts. 


To have lived as a married woman 
for more than twenty years, and in 
that long period of time to have been 
wooed and won by two men and yet 
not know whether she was ever mar- 
ried at all, is the unhappy predica~ 
ment in which Mrs. Emma L. Huff- 
man finds herself. 

Mrs. Huffman believes that she’ was 
really married ali right on two sep- 
arate occasions, but she is not sure, 
and the courts are calied upon to de- 
cide the matter. The question is 
raised in a divorce proceeding which 
Mrs. Huffman has begun against her 
husband, Edwin L. Huffman. The 
wife—if she is such—charges that her 
husband was too frivolous and gay to 
suit her, that he was not happy unless 
he.was engaged in some liaison with a 
woman. 

‘Then, too, it.is charged that Huff- 
man was cruel, and while Hving on 
Maple avenue, gave her a good beat- 
ing, or rather a very bad beating. 
Early last year, too, he became angry 
one night because his wife would not 
blow out the candle, and dragged her 
out of bed by her hair and then 
bumped -her head on the floor, This

The Huffmans were married—or at 
least ‘Went through the ceremony of 
marriage, at Mahomet, Iil., on April 
2, 1884, and since that time a good deal 
of property has, beén accumulated in 
this city, all of which is supposed for 
the purpose of this action to be com- 
munity property.

CALIFORNIANS’ TROUBLES.

NEW YORK, April 23.—{Exctusive 
Dispatch.}] California. owners who 
brought east with them horses which 
had never before raced in this section 
are having their own troubies because 
of non-registration of muny of these 
horses.

n football. They say also that

CAN GET 'EM NOW.

HAT is claimed to be the purest- 


W blooded and best hunting pack of 
—fox hounds in Southerrm Califor~- 
nia jis owned by the Santiago Fox 
Club, a group of enthusiastic sports- 
men of Orange county, most of whom 
live ih Santa Ana. The pack consists 
of fifteen dogs, all in the prime of con- 
dition and kept in good hunting trim 
by almost daily runs in the hills 
around Santiago Cafion, where they 
are kept at the home of Hon. J. E. 
Pleasants. Four of the dogs have been 
purchased at an expense of $150 and 
are selected English fox hounds from 
the kennels of a Missouri breeder, 
picked out with a view to their espe- 
cial fitness in coyote hunting. The re- 
mainder of the pack, with the excep- 
tion of two fine Kentucky hounds, are 
southern fox hounds originelly brought 
from Alabama, many of the younger 
members of the pack being raised by 
the club during the ten years that it 
has hunted over the Santiago hills. 
The coyote, wild cat and California 
gray fox, all of which are abundant, 
are the animals which furnish sport 


for the members of the Fox Club. The 


old pack of hounds .was sure death to 
foxes and cats, and for a number of 
years past has run to earth about 
twenty foxes and fifteen cats annually. 
Their staying qualities in following a 
coyote scent were poor, however, and 
to improve this deficiency the four 
Missouri dogs have been added. These 
animals have been bred to follow the 
red fox, which is similar in many of 
its traite to the California coyote, and 
the expectation that they would prove 


effective as coyote catchers has been 
fully justified in preliminary try-outs 
which have been held. 

Last Wednesday the four dogs were 
started out at 4 in the morning by five 
members of the club and after dis- 
patching two big cats within half an 
hour, routed out a coyote and caught 
it after a six-mile run ovér hills and 
down cafions. With the new dogs the 
club is equipped for chasing any game 
to be found in the smaller Southern 
California mountains, and has the sat- 
isfaction of knowing. that 
its dogs allow an animal once started 
to escape. > 

Meets of the club are held in May 
and October, when f&ll the members 
and their friends assemble at the 
county park in the mouth of Santiago 
afion, have an old-time Spanish bar- 
becue, followed. by the annual busi- 
ness of the club, and a dance at the 
pavilion, and after a night's rest un- 
der the open sky, turn ,out at 4 in 
the morning and with the dogs of their 
own pack and others owned by private 
individuals start for the chase. These 
meets are the gala days of the year 
for the club devotees, and never fail 
to attract all the pioneer sportsmen of 
the county who hunted over its hills 
and plains before it was disfigured as 
a county.

HIGHWAYS THAT LAST. 
WHY NOT MACADAM ROADS? 


in the Rural Californian: 

“Among the men whose names will 
live as long as civilization exists is 
that of John L. Macadam, the road 
builder. Not only has his name be- 
come part of the English language, 
but the kiwsa of road which he bulit 
has been adopted by all civilized na- 
tions. The ancient Romans built stone 
roads, but they were very different 
and vastly.more expensive than the 
macadam roads of modern times. They 
built a substantial foundation of rock, 
sometimes several feet in depth and 
then covered it with a pavement 
large flat stones. This kind of road 
will outlast any other. Indeed, some 
parts of the Appian Way, the building 
of which was begun three centuries 
before Christ, are still in use and in 
good repair. It remained for John L. 
Macadam, a modern Englishman, to 
prove that the great expenditure of 
time and money required in the build- 
ing of the old Roman roads was largely 
wasted. He fully demonstrated that a 
smooth, hard, enduring road could be 
built of crushed stone a few inches 
in depth properly spread and com- 
pacted on a foundation of earth. The 
main points in successful macadam 
road buiiding are, first, that the foun- 
dation be properly constructed and 
drained; second, that the surface of 
the road be slightly curved so as to 
shed water; arid, third, that the sur- 
face of the. finished road be made hard 
and smooth and as nearly waterproof 
as possible. The last of these qualities 
is secured by spreading on the stone 
in layers, beginning-with a layer of 
the largest fragments and finishing 
with a layer of very fine crushed stone 
with which some sand is often incor- 
porated. Each iayer eis well com- 
pacted with a heavy roller. 

“Although the expense of build! 
macadam road is trifling compa 
with that of constructing a stone- 
paved road like that of Roman Ep- 
pius Claudius, it is still so great as to 
form principal obstacle to macadam- 
izing modern highways. The cost, of 
course, depends largely on the ease 
with which suitable gione may be se- 
cured. Where the material has to be 
transported by rail for a considerable 
distance, the cost is greatly increased. 
Some of the Massachusetts highways 
have cost $8000 to $10,000 a mile: while 
in some other States good macadam 
roads have been built for $1500 to $3000 
per mile. 

“Some friends of the good roads 
movement hesitaie to join in the de- 
mand for national afd because they are 
appalled by the enormous expense in- 
volved in macadamizing the entire 
road mileage of the country. Such

Im a recent arti- 
cle Representative Brownlow says: 
‘My own individual opinion is that 
some of the principal thoroughfares 
ought to be macadamized. Well-in- 
furmed road experts have estimated 
that if one-tenth of the road mileage 
of the country were macadamized and 
the other nine-tenths were Improved in 
other and cheaper ways, using the best 
local materials available, the cost of 
hauling the fartm products of the 
United States to market would be re- 
duced one-half.” [If this estimate is 
bcorrect, the saving to the farmers 
would be enormous, and would in a 
few years be sufficient to cover the en- 
tire expense of making the improve- 
ments. Besides lessening the cost of 
hauling. good roads will bring to the 
people of the rural districts pleasures 
and benefits which cannot by any 
means be measured In money. The 
States which have made the greatest 
progress ln road building are Massa- 
chusetts, Cotinecticut, New York and 
New Jersey, and in these States the tn-. 
terest in road improvement is greater 


than anywhere else in the country. 
This what one avould expect since

sume kind, All these States are work- 
ing on what is Keown as the State 
aid plan, the Siate codpevating with

Mr. Davidson intimated that over 
$150,000 had already been subscribed 
for this new structure, but insisied 
that as yet no other laundries are con- 
hected with the new corporation. Last 
fall the laundries of San Francisco 
affected a merger of their interests, 
incorporating for $2,000,000, and the 
Plan has proved successful. It is ex- 
pected that the merger here will be 
along the same lines. The Empire 
Laundry is one of the oledst compa- 
nies of its kind in the city, and has 
carried on a growing and ‘successful 
business. It is now doing the dining- 
car work for the Southern Pacific 
Company, work which formerly went 
to San Francisco, and which is a large 
contract worth holding locally.

AN FRANCISCO, April 22.—Un- 
S ons is on the run, and, the 

leaders—the McCarthy's the Ben- 
hams, the Corneliuses, and others of 
their ilk—are seeking holes to craw! 
into. The power of the Citizens’ Al- 
Hance has been felt in such an un- 
mistakable way that the unionists 
are crying “quits.” The day is dawn- 
ing in San Frahcisco when every man 
can work as he pleases, where he 
pleases, and how he pleases, long as 
he does not interfere with the legal 
rights of other men. 

The new era began when the Stable 
and Carriage Owners’ Association post- 
ed notices in their places of business 
announcing that hereafter their sta- 


nether walking delegates nor business 
agents of any union would be recog- 
nizéd in any mahner. The notice 
went into effect last Tuesday, and 
with it was served an additional no- 
tice that all negotiations regarding a 
settlement of existing trouble musi 
come through the Citizens’ Alliance. 
That was the bitterest pill the union- 
ists have yet had to swallow. The 
leaders first threatened, then cajoled, 
and are now begging. The individual 
members of the union are uncertain 
as to the future and do not know 
what to do. The result of their un- 
certainty was shown when fully half 
of, those employed announced their 
determination to leave the union and 
stick to their jobs. 
M'CARTHY ON THE RUN. 

Pin Head McCariby has shown him- 
self to be the whole thing in the 
Building Tradea Council. He bas 
overthrown the action of that bodys, 
and has virtually said that he rules 
the bullding trade of San Francisco. 
It all came about:through the action 
of.the Building Trades Council cali- 
ing off the carpenters at work on the 
repairs of the Ow! drug store. The 
seqhel of that trouble reached a cll-

Ruef is the owner of a large 
amount of property along the north 
side of Golden Gate Park, and the 
United Railroads has under contem- 
plation the extension of one of its lines 
through to the ocean, right along the 
edge of Ruef's property. This, natur- 
ally, will greatly enhance the value of 
the property and make Ruef a mujti- 
millionaire. Ruef is Schmitz’s boss 
and he has notified his puppet that 
he_must take sides with the United 
Railroads in the coming struggle. 
Schmitz has sent the word to the car- 
men, and now it looks as if the car- 
men would take anything they can 
get and be glad to work at any price 
and on any terms.

Labor conditions in San Francisco 
have been badly mixed for the past 
two weeks. The men at the head of 
the labor mevemcct realize that they 
are up against something new in their 
experience, and they have not quite 
determined as to how to meet the 
changed condition. 

The agitator has met a new prob- 
lem and is frightened. Some weeks 
ago there was much bluster about 
what the labor unions would do to 
the Citizens’ Alliance and to all who 


the leaders of labor are seeking holes 
into which they can crawl when the 
breaks. 

Every strike that has been ordered 
recently has been successfully met 
by the employers who have presented 
a solid front. The employés who have 
been deluded by their leaders have 
met nothing but defeat, and in every 
instance have regretted their action. 
The day of union labor domination in 
San Francisco is past, and the unions 
are beginning to realize the fact. 

HACKMEN ARE. UGLY. 

The strike of the hackmen has not 
yet developed*far enough to bring out 
all of the latent ugliness of the mem- 
bers of the union, but enough has 
come to the surface to show that there 
is no question as to what they will 
do if oceagion arise. The members 
of the Hagifien's Union are also mem- 
bers of thé@Brotherhood uf Teamsters, 
that body ‘of criminals who waged a 
war of murder, atson and criminal] as- 
Sault during their last strike. That 
the hackmen will go to the extreme

At the big hotels, the Palace and 
the St. Francis, may be noticed the 
work of pickets of the Hackmen’s 
Union. At these places the visitors 
to the city who desire to take an out- 
Ing must either hire an automobile or 
use a street car. But the hotel peo- 
ple thought they would get carriages 
for some of their patrow3’, and sent to 
one of the largest stables for vehicles. 
A carriage came and drove up to the 
entrance of the hotel, but it was met 
by a gang of heelers of the Coffey 
and Boland stripe, and the driver was 
threatened with all sorts of dire ven- 
geance if he took out a load. 

LADIES INSULTED. 

The driver did—not seem to mind 
the verbal assaults on him. and the 
calling of bad names did not even 
cause him to turn his head. But with 
the people who hired the carriage it 
was different. Three ladies came from 
the hotel and entered the carriage. 
but in doing so they were compelled 
to submit to the vilest abpse that 
tongue could ise. The pickets of 
the hackmen are not noted for their 
choige language at best. and on this 
occasion they used suqh foul words 
that they would have brought the 
blush of shame to & street arab. 
During the whole tirade of abuse 
a policeman stood wifhin easy ear- 
shot. He paid no attention to.the 
language of the scoundrels until it 
became too bad for even his calloused 
ears, and then he quietly strolled 
away out of hearing. The carriage 
and its load drove away, but the pick- 
ets kept their stand and waited for 
its return, when they again sub-

The unions are not prepared 
to press the point right now for the 
stablemen who have the work done 
are resting, with their horses out on 
pasture and their carriages covered in 
the barns. 
STREET CAR SITUATION. 

At present writing there is 
little change in the situation so far 
as the threatened strike of the Car- 
men’s Union is concerned. Both sides 
to the controversy appear to be firm, 
and only. waiting/for the termination 
of the present agreement. The de- 
mands of the union a new wage 
schedule and for the plete recog- 
nition of the tnion were met with 
firm refusal. It was explained by the 
officials of the company that it would 
be impossible to comply with the new 
demands and at the same time do jus- 
tiee to the stockholders of the road. 
They say the proposed hew agreement 
submitted by them is as far as they 
can possibly go, and they will accept 
nothing else. The carmen profess to 
be as firm as the officials of the road. 
The coming of President Mahon ‘of 
the international body was a surprise 
to nearly everyone except the car- 
men’s executive committee and _ the 
officials of the company. The pres- 
ence of Mahon is necessary to fill the 
requirements of the constitution of 
the international body, which pre- 
clude a strike of any affiliated organ- 
ization without the consent of the 
president. 

The San Francisco union is deter- 
mined on a strike, and while, as a 
matter of courtesy, it has called Ma- 
hon from the East to make personal 
investigation, it will pay no attention 
to him if he denieg the order to 
strike. The union will simply secede 
from the international body and will 
strike with the backing of the Labor 
Council. It will depend on local un- 
ions entirely for financial and moral 
support. 

MINORITY RULES. 

It is established to an absolute cer- 
tainty that the great majority of the. 
members of the Carmen’s Union are 
honest men, who have no grievance 
and who are satisfied with present 
conditions, and who would glad to 
accept the new proposal of the com- 
pany. But it ts also an established 
fact that these men are ruled by a 
small majority of thugs and scoun- 
drels who will stop at nothing to 
have their way. 

This rule of minority is brought 
about through a perfected system of. 
terrorism that prevents honest men 
from Volcing tHeir sentiments, and 
from attending the meetings of the 
union. The thugs and lieutenants of 
Cornelius are always on band to pack 
any meeting where important matters 
are up for discussion, and any mem- 
ber of the union who questions the 
decisions reached at these packed 


| meetings is denounced as a traitor, 


and is subjected to all manner of 
persecutions. 
A LYING PRESS AGENT. 

A fellow called O'Neill, a_ lying 
acribbler who is paid to deceive the 
members of the union and the public, 
devotes his time to getting up 
screeds so palpably false, and of such 
flimsy pretext that no one is deceived 
thereby. He draws a fat salary from 
the funds of;the union, and in order 
to make good, divides his time be- 
tween toadying to Cornelius and de- 
nouncing the officials of the railroad. 
He has recently sent forth a long 
statement which is scattered broad- 
cast over the city for the purpose of 
“educating the public,” and which is 
filled only with the vagaries of an im- 
becile mind. 

This is the kind of stuff 
used as the propaganda of the social- 
ist bunch at the head of the Carmen’s 
Union for the purpose of strengthen- 


ing its position. The tissue of bald 


lies set forth as facts regarding the 
controversy is sd. raw that it has 
made both O'Neill and the leaders cf 
the Carmen's Union, who are duped 
by him into a belief in his ability, the 
laughing stock of the community. 

WHERE THE MAYOR STANDS. | 

In all the talk preceding the strike 
the question constanly recurs: “What 
will Mayor Schmitz do if the street- 
car men strike?” 

The man who is most worried over 
this question is none other than the 
Mayor himself. He has been asked 
the question seevral times, and his 
answer is a confession of weakuess. 
The Mayor is in the worst dilemma 
that has confronted him in his short 
but inglorious career.as a politician. 
He is debating seriously whether o- 
not the time has arrived for him to 
cut loose from the lawbreakers and 
line up with law and order. 

The element which is an unknown 
quantity to Mayer Schmitz, and 
which is giving him much concern in 
the present crisis, is the Citizens’ Al- 
liance. The Mayor would like to 
know two things: . How strong, po- 
litically, is the alliance, and what wil! 
the alliance do during the strike of 
the carmen? 

The, alliance is strong enough polit- 
ically to bury Schmitz and his whole 
gang, and will see that the law is ob- 
served during the strike. The alli- 
ance is not taking sides in this con- 
troversy so far as either the United 
Railroads or the Carmen's Union are 
concerned. It is on the side of the 
genera! public, and will do what it can 
to protect innocent parties when the 
clash comes. 

NO MORE FARCE COURTS.

Progress of the Fight Against the Tyranny of Unionism, 


ASSAULT, RIOT 
AND ANARCHY. 


Interesting ‘Account of the 
Big Aurora Strike. 
Mayor Insulted and Attacked 
; by Unionists. 


Corset Makers Stand for the 
Open Shop, and Win. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
AURORA (Ill) April 8—It is 
searcely a year ago since Aurora was 
a union tqwn. Unionism was at fever 
heat. Organization was in the air. 
Walking delegates were busy in every 
factory and in every line of business. 
The indjcations were that trades un- 
lonism was about to dominate every- 
thing.” But a change has come over 
the thriving city of 40,000 inhabitants 
in the best part of the Fox River Val- 
ley, and today there is scarcely a 
“closed” shop in Aurora. And this 
change has come about in the most 
part through. the efforts of the Fox 
Valley Employers’ Association, an or- 
ganization composed of some of the 
best-known and most influential manu- 
facturers in the State of Illinois. 

This association has been working 
queitly but powerfully and has suc- 
ceeded in obliterating from the indus- 
trial institutions of this section of the 
country, the coercion, intimidation 
and other union-lebor methods that 
were in force but a yearago. Not only 


with leas friction than formerly, but 
those employés who have gone back 
to work are doing better work, and 
making more money than they did 
under the domination of the walking 
delegates. There is a better and more 
-wholesome feeling between the em- 
ployer and the employed. Both are 
now working in unison end to one 


to his interest to work for the best 
interest of his employer. 

During the time this great problem 
has been in solution, several strikes 
have been called, but without doing 
more than putting a large number of 
men and women out of work, and 


am one the laboring people. The em- 
ployers themselves ‘have been put to 
some inconvenience and have in some 
cases lost money, out they have 
finally won out, and the open shop is 
the rule instead of the exception. 

GIBLS IN BIG STRIKE. 

One of the most interesting strikes 
was that of the employée of the Chi- 
cago Company because of the 
number of people interested and be- 
cause of the peculiar conditions In- 
volved. This strike has been won 
by the company. The shop is now 
open, and the proprietors say they will 
maintain it so, no matter what the 
cost. They avow they will operate 
their own business. They have no 
quarrel with the unions, and do not 
care to how many unions their em- 
ployés belong, but they will not treat 
with unions. They treat with tae in- 
dividuals. This stand has been taken 
and maintained through a period of 
strife, intimidation, rioting and perse- 
cution, and will be so maintained no 
matter what May turn up. 

The Chicago Corset Company estab- 
lished its factory in ‘Aurora in 1883 
and up to within a year and a half 
ago, there had never been the slight- 
est hint of labor difficulty. Simon 
Florsheim, the head of the establish- 
ment, made it a point to make his em- 
ployés feel satisfied. Every year he 
has given a big picnic, to which the 
employés of the factory and their 
friends were invited. Not only were 
the factory people present, but Mr. 
Florsheim took the members of his 
family there, and other guests from 
Chicago and from neighboring towns. 
The employés were encouragéd to take 
any grievances they might have to 
Mr. Florsheim and to talk matters 
over. For years things had gone on 
in this manner. There had never been 
a hint of dissatisfaction until some 
walking delegates put in their appear- 
ance, and from that time there was 
strife, friction and trowble. 
| THE TROUBLE BEGINS. 

The trouble began in the corset fac- 
tory in August, 1902. Walking dele- 
gates had been in the city working 
quietly among the employés. With 
specious arguments they worked up 
considerable feeling, and after every- 
thing was ripe, some of the employés 
advised Mr. Florsheim tbat the fac- 
tory was to be unionized. He was 
advised to see the organizers. He gid 


, causing untold suffering and hardship 


the organizers would not listen. They 
told him they had him on the hip and 
unleas he gave in they would cali 
a sirike at once. Mr. Florsheim 
was balked. Orders were  pilea 
up which must be filled. To have a 
strike at that time meant the loss of 
thousands of dollars. It was impossi- 
ble for him to do anything but give in. 
Among other things, the walking dele- 
gates demanded a nine-hour instead 
of a ten-hour day, and a 10 per cent. 
increase in wages all along the line. 
The proprietor faced the situation. 
He saw¥ at once that - he was not dealing 
with his own employés, but with a lot 
of ou@siders who had come te Aurora 
to make trobule. The result was thai 
the 10 per cent. raise was given and 
the hours were cut. Bat from that time 
on there was constant friction. The 
Shop Committee was eiernally waiting 
on the proprietors with this and tha: 
greivance. There was friction between

New York, Eastern Ohio and Western 
Pennsylvania. According to the tradi- 
tions of the Six Nations, Cornplanter 
Was a bigger man among the Indians 
than Mark Hanna was among Repub- 
licans, or than “Big Bill” Devery is 
among the inhabitants of “de Nint’.”

din 1704. Selkirk was the sailing mas- 


ter of the vessel, and, in reality, he had 
had a “falling out” with the captain 
some time before, and begged to be put 
ashore. Just what this quarre! may 
have been is not known, since the ac- 
count comes from the captain himself. 
Selkirk lived alone on the island for 
four years and four months, 
and was then rescued by Capt. 
Rogers of the Duke and taken 
back to England. Capt. Rogers wrote 
the original account of Selkirk’s adven- 
tures, so that We may have the true 


hand. 

When Selkirk landed to take posses- 
sion of his istand-kindom he carried 
fewer provisions than Crusoe of the 
story. A boat from the Cinque Ports 
brought him to the beach with his sea- 
man's chest and meager possessions and 
put him ashore. 

As the boat pulled away, Selkirk 
quickly regretted his act, and begged 
on his knees to be taken back to the 
ship. The sailors refused, returning 
alone, so that the original Crusoe found 
himeelf an unwilling prisoner. There 
was littl romance in the situation. His 
entire possessions comprised only some 
clothes and bedding, a firelock, one 
pound of powder, some bullets, tobacco, 
a hatchet, a knife, a Bible and his 
mathematical instruments and books. 

Four years and four months later, 
when Selkirk—now safely on board the 
Duke— told the story of his adventures, 
the misery of those first hours on the 
island were still clear in his memory, 
As the ship disappeared he sat upon 
his seaman’s chest in utter dejection. 
He ate nothing for many hours. His 
greatest fear was that with the coming 
of night he would be attacked 
animals. In his own words, “I went to 
sleep when I could watch no longer.’ 
For a long time he remained in such low 
spirits that he could eat only at rare 
intervals.

In this Russian-Japanese struggle it 
is certain that the expenditures which 
the war must entall have given the 
greatest concern to the finance minis- 
ters of both nations. The credit of 
neither has been the highest in the 
world's financial centers. Russia. how- 
ever, has great superiority over . her 
antagonist when it comes to a meas- 
ure of financial strength in the mar- 
kets of the world. 

Whatever differences there may be 


regarding the moot question of ane 
‘nual deficits, there can be no denying 
the enormously strohg position in 
which Russia finds herself today if she 
is to stand the strain of long-contin- 
ued war expenditures. The accounts 
show that with the closing of 1903 the 
gold in the State Bank and in the 
Treasury amounted roundly to %$52.- 
000,000, the total gold stocx of the 
country having increased in the year 
$90,000,000. The Imperial Bank of Rus-: 
sia, wholly owned by the government, 
exhibits tremendous financial strength 
in ite present position. A statement 
issued a-few days ago showed in‘round 
figures that the bank held cash in hand 
amounting to more than $150,000,000, 
while In addition to that it held 3$299.- 
000,000 of gold bonds, and possessed a 
balance of $84,000,000 of gold held for 
its account in banks outside of Russia. 

Japan's debt is but little more than 
a fraction of Russia's. Its total was, 
before: the impending domestic issue, 
$50,000,000. By far the greater part of 
that is in the form of domestic joans. 


however. Japan will need funds from 


outside her own realm: and tf the 
struggle setties down to one so iong 
continued that the question of na- 


tional credit becomes of the very first 
importance, ast may, Japan muat be 
in the end at great disadvantage in 
any competition with Russia in the 
money markets of the world. 

Taking {t all in all, Russia’s supert- 
ority from a financial point of view 
must be clearly admitted. The dificul- 
ties of her Finance Minister will he 
less than will the difficulties of the 
Japanese Treasury, but Japan can 
count upon great national enthusiasm 
at home which will provide at drst for 
her financial needs, and she will be 
able undoubtedly at some price to float .

In comparing the great cities of the 
two English-speaking nties, one 
naturally links London th New 
York, Birmingham with Pittsburgh 
and Manchester with Chicago. The 
latter parallel !s the more striking and 
justified. Both were inland cities, 
but Manchester hay carved its way to 
the ocean, and Chicago its way to a 
juncture with the Mississippi. Both 
have attained municipal greatness 
against what would seem insur- 
mountable natural disadvantages. 
Both have been animated by a splen- 
did civic pride which has aroused their 
citizens to attempts audacious to the 
point of recklessness, and, despite the 
taunts and often the open opposition 
of rivals, both have won momentous 
battles. Neither city is unduly modest 
in calling attention io its material 
triumphs. The Chicago man may fee! 
perfectly at home in Manchester, and 
if he desires to sound the praises of 
his city he will find in his local hest 
a foeman worthy of his steel. 

When Manchester aspired to com- 
mercial and manufacturing greatness, 
Liverpool attempted to choke it with 
discriminating railroad rates. Man- 
chester lies only an hour’s ride from 
its older rival, but it cost more to ship 
freight to Liverpool than it did from 
Liverpool to New York. Threats, en- 
treaty and influence were all in vain. 
The fate of Manchester depended on 
securing cheap communication with 
tha ocean. Liverpool was relentless. 
Manchester declared that she would 
cut her way to the sea and become a 
port. Liverpool smiled. The citizens 
of Manchester formed a canal com- 
pany, raised $40,000,000 and began 
their Titanic task. When this amount 
was exhausted they borrowed $10,000.- 
000 more. When this was expended 
they were at the end of their resources. 
The canal was not completed and no 
more private capital could be raised. 

The City of Manchester came to the 
rescue. It raised $25,000,000 from a 
bond issue and became a partner in 
the enterprise. The company could

It may, there- 
fore, be classed as the most conspic- 
ship in Great Britain or elsewhere. 
Even eliminating the ship canal, 
Manchester easily occupies first place 
in England in the volume of its mu- 
nicipal work. It has constructed 
dwellings and cottages for its labor- 
ing classes. It has an extensive sys- 
tem of baths and wash-house._§ It 
owns three municipal cemeteries, 
with burial grounds set aside for 
members of the Church of England 
Dissenters, Roman. Catholics an 
Jews. Manchester owns and ope- 
rates successfully an electric light 
and power generating plant. Its mu- 
nicipal gas works turns a large an- 
nual revenue into the city treasury. 
It owns $5,000,000 worth of markets 
which are a large and steadily in- 


and disposal of refuse is the most ex- 
tensive in the world, and has brought 
about a huge manufacturing plant 
and a farm of 3681 acres, the whole 
giving employment to an army of 
2500 men. Its publicly owned and op- 
erated tramways rival those of Glas- 
gow, and excel those of the Scottish 
metropolis in some particulars. It 
has a well organized works depart- 
ment which executes most of the 
tasks formerly let by contract, and it 
contemplates a telephone system,

ization in Great Britain. 

Manchester has expended $2,000,000 
and more in erecting quarters for its 
laboring class. Those first provided 
and those now under way show in 
striking contrast the development 
which has been made along this line 
in Great Britain. The illustration 
titled “Oldham Road Tenements, 
Manchester,” gives a fair impression 
jof the style of structure which the 
housing reformers of ten years ago 
firmly believed would solve the prob- 
lem of providing accommodations for 
those of limited means. Electric 
transportation had not then devel- 
oped to a point where it was possible 
for the working class to live in the 
environs of the city. It was assumed 
that the worker owas forever 
fated to live in tenement 
houses, and those who wished 
to make his life more endurable 
bent their energies toward planning 
and building the best of tenement 
structures. 

When the title comes—and I am 
enough of an optimist to believe that 
it is near at hand-ewhen every work- 
ing man in Manchester, London, New 
York, Chicago and all populous cen- 
ters shall be able to rent or own a 
house and a plot of ground, he will 
gaze with amazement at such struc- 
tures as now front on Oldham road, 
Manchester, and the gloomy piles 
which London has reared in Millbank 
and other central sites. The tene- 
ment house is the worst single fea- 
ture in a civilization which has been 
unevenly developed from the rapid 
perfection of the machine. There 
can no more be a “model tenement 
house” than there can bea wmode! 
death trap, and a tenement house is a 
tenement house, be it next to a tan- 
nery, with rent rates of $1.50 a week, 
payable in advance, or dubbed an 
“apartment house” off Fifth avenue, 
with “suites” calling for the payment 
of $4000 a year. 

When Manchester decided to erect 
tenement houses her officials went 
about it in no half-hearted way. 
There was a district in Oldhgm road 
where death reaped an annual har- 
vest of from 50 to 80 out of every 1000 
who were condemned to live there. 


eilty razed the hovels, purchased the 
land and proceeded to erect the vast 
structure depicted in this article. As 
it stands today it is undoubtedly the 
finest “model tenement” in Great

The building is five stories high 
and is built around an immense quad- 
rangular court about i50 feet square. 
This was designed for a playground, 
but I noticed that the children pre- 
ferred ihe streets. The walls are of 
red brick, with stone and terra cotta 
trimthings, and the archiectural ef- 
fect far excels that of the average 
class flat or apartment buildings in 
American cities. Everrth'ng in rea- 
son that money and sanitary science 
can render has been done, but the 
building is no> popular, though most 
of the rooms are taken, and it is a 
paying investment from a financial 
putt. 

There is a distressing sam 
about the quarters. When you ha 
looked at two rooms you have seen all 
there is to see.

To the 
left of these and beyond the left rib 
of the’fan is the Liberal Arts build- 
ing, separated from the Mines build- 
ing by a Sunken Garden. To the 
right of the right rib of the fan, still 
facing Festival Hall, is the huge 
Transportation buildinng and Machin- 
ery Hall. The exposition builders 
found an ideal site ready to hand. Two 
hills some sixty-five feet high and 
about a mile and a quarter apart, face 
each other like the sides of a trun- 
cated cone, with the narrow ends 
joined together by a third hill in the 
form of a crescent, with the ends of 
the horns some 3000 feet apart. On 
the left-hand hill, as one faces the 
center of the picture,-is the Govern- 
ment building of solemnly classica! as- 
pect, pleasing to the eye despite its 
traditional government architecture: 
on the right-hand hill stands the Ad- 
ministration building, which, unfortu- 
nately, looks like a penitentiary. The 
exposition management is not to 
blame for its appearance since the 
building was erected for Washington 
University before the fair was ever 
thought of. But the management can- 
not escape responsibility for its fail- 
ure to mask the penitentiary with a 
pergola or a colonnade or something. 
Upon the central crescent-shaped 
y hill is the crowning glory of the ex- 
position, the one great masterpiece 
that will burn its image ineffaceably 
into the memory of every one who 
sees it—the Cascade Terrace, crowned 
by Festival. Hall. Cascade Terrace is 
a poem written in the loftiest caden- 
ces of architecture and set to the mu- 
sic of running waters. It is the dream 
of genius miraculously given form 
and substance. It is magnificent, it Is 
fascinating, it is inspiring, it is—O, 
pshaw! Go to the Place of St. Louis; 
stand in front of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Monument and feast your hun- 
gry eyes upon the stately dome, per- 
fect in all its majestic proportions, 
upon the graceful sweep of the colon- 
nade of States, the rushing waters of | 
the cascade, the statuary, the broad | 
red walks bordered with bright-hued | 
flowers set in a background of rich 
green turf, until your enraptured soul | 
soars up into the rainbow realms of | 
fancy. But, for heaven's sake, don't | 
look over your shoulder toward that . 
unmasked Pike or your enraptured | 
soul will come down with a dull, sick- | 
ening thud that will jar your cye teeth ' 
loose. 
Speaking of those broad red waiks | 
on Cascade Terrace Hill they were ob- 
viously invented by some one with only 
the kindliest sentiments toward the 
feminine gender. Those walks are of 
a warm, pleasing red color and they 
are made up of alternate stretches of 
stairs and walks, rising smartly. Can 
you imagine a more effective place for 
a pretty girl in a pretty white dress 
to pose? Why, goodness sakes alive! 
Those walks will be crowded so thick 
with sweet young things all summer 
that no mere man will ever be able 
to enter Festival Hall by the front 
way. He wil! have to walk around the 
hill and come in the back door.

It 
comes out in little hard lumps like 
gravel of a very pleasing shade of re. 
But a red walk is as tiresome in an ex- 
position as any other kind, even when 
it leads to one of those pretty giris 
who dispense spring water from a cute 
little booth for a nickle a glass. If 
someone would only invent a walkless 
exposition, what an endless amount of 
nervous prostration and unbecoming 
language might be averted. The 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition shows 
no advance over its predecessors in the 
matter of substitutes for walking. 
There will be the same wheeled chairs 
that are all right when you shut out 
the view of a particularly interesting 
exhibit yourself, but which are an in- 
fernal nuisance when some other fel- 
low does it. There is also the same 
old intramural! railroad, nine miles 
long in this instance, which has the 
miraculous faculty of picking you up 
wherever you happen to be and set- 
ting you down farther away from where 
you wanted to be than you were in 
the first place.

This one nation was overloked by ac- 
cident and a special commission is 
now on its way there to apologize. 

Stariing in at the eastern end of the 
Pike with the Tyrolean Alps one can 
select a typical German dinner from 
a bill of fare, which includes such 
dainties as beer, pretzels, beer, sauer- 
kraut, beer, lieberwurst, beer, kalb- 
fleisch und katoffles, beer, zwei beer 
and more heer, served by pretty Swiss 
girls in native costumes. It is un- 
derstood that every patron whore 
check amounts to $1 or over, can Liss 
the waitress, if she will let him.

The official 
records of the Weather Bureay from 
1891 to 1901 inclusive show a mean 
temperature for the month.of July for 
the eleven years of 78.81 deg. for St. 
Louis and 74.63 for New York. But 
this higher temperature in St. Louis is 
more than offset by the lower rela- 
tive humidity which averaged 66.87 
for the period in St. Louis and 73.72 
for New York. For the month of Au- 
gust for the same eleven years the 
mean temperature in St. Louis was 
77.18 and 74 in New York, while the 
mear relative humidity was 67.63 in 
St. Louis and 75.74 in New York. The 
hottest day on record was July 24, 
1901. On that day the official temper- 
ature was 107 in St. Louls and 100 
in New York. In Sioux City, Iowa, 
500 miles north of-St. Louis, the tem- 
perature was 107 and at Pierre, 8. D, 
800 miles north of St. Louis the rec- 
ord was 108; in Northern Montana, 
1000 miles north of St. Louis, 110; in 
Northern California, 110: at Walia 
Walla, Wash., 115: at Phoenix, Ariz., 
119, which is quite hot enough, s0 
— further need be said about it.

An anx- 
lous monarch scanned the blue hori- 
zon with weary eyes for a sign of the 
fleet. Not a sign until along about 
the eleventh week. came a message 
that the navy was.in distress off Hilo. 
Explanations followed soon afterward. 
Everything had gone well for a few 
days until the crew had consumed all 
of the square bottle gin it had taken 
aboard when the cruise began. They 
could not fight without gin, and to get 
it the brave tars were ready for any 
sacrifice. SO they put into Hilo. They 
traded the brass cannons for more gin. 
and for eleven weeks held out against 
no worse a foe than the seductive 
Aistilled strong waters from Holland. 
The navy returned in disgrace. The 
admiralty went out of business and 
the flag was lowered on the only ship 
in the navy. For many years the 
Kaimialoha was a hulk in the Hono- 
lulu Harbor, the last and the only 
man-o'-war the royal family ever 
owned.—[San Francisco Call.

The enterprising auctioneer who 
was charged by Mitchell Henry, its 
first owner, with the sale of Kylemore 
Castle, described it, in an enthusias- 
tic monent, as “a palace that should 
appeal to the luxuriousifss even of 
an American miliionaire.” That eulogy 
was deserved, however. Standing in 
the heart of Connemara, The castle is 
surrounded by scenery that has been 
described by distinguished travelers 
as the finest in the world, and it is 
estimated that, in building this bar- 
onial pile, Mr. Henry, who is a former 
member of Parliament, “Tiust have 
spent over $1,100,000. 

Though really so modern a struc- 
ture, Kylemore, with its flag-staff 
tower and five other “embattled” ones, 
with their castellated parapets, looks 
much more like a mediaeval strong.

The architect was delighted. The 
origina] plans came forth from taeir 
dusty recesses and estimates amount- 
ing to thousands of dollars were short- 
ly produced. Additional buildings’ to 
accommodate servants were 
gested, the sanitary arrangements 
were to be on a more extensive and 
elaborate scale, electric lighting had 
to be installed, partitions had to be 
removed so that three and sometimes 
four rooms should be made into one 
and, the most important item of all, 
& nursery had to be provided. The 
architect had instructions to act to 
work at once and carry out the im- 
provemnts regardiess of expense. 

NOW NEARLY READY. 

These alterations have been pro- 
ceeding for months and are expected 
to be completed toward the middle of 
April. It hardly needs to be said that. 
in planning the reconstruction of her 
Irish home, the Duchess had the needs 


constantly. Nevertheless, the young 
American hostess came within an ace 
of failing to: make any arrangements 
for enabling the King to carry oui 
what is now one of the most important 
parts of his regime.

The pa- 
tient is wrapped up in the bedclothes, 
in the ordinary way, and just lies 
there, while reflectors fastened to the 
sides of his couch shed electric rays 
upon him which penetrate to the seat 
of his disorder and relieve it. From 
what the Duchess heard as to the ben- 
efit the King received from his elec- 
‘tric baths she fancied he would fee! 
it a serious deprivation if unable to 
continue them at Kylemore. Result, 
immediate instructions to the renova- 
tors that an “electric bath-room” must 
be fitted up instanter. The reply was 
that it would be difficult, if not im- 
possible, to find space for such an 
apartment; but the Duchess set her 
foot down, declaring that an electric 
bathroom there must be at Kylemore, 
if her own boudoir had to be turned 
into one, and so, of course, the thing 
was managed. Lackily for the Man- 
chesters, the first owner had seen to 
it that the residence was supplied with 

8 own electric light plant, otherwise 
the King’s bath would have cost the 
young couple some thousands of do}l- 


lars. 
A HISTORIC PLACE. 

The approaching visit of the King 
and Queen tolreland willrender Kyle- 
more Castle more historically interest- 
ing than it already is because it is the 
first time ithas enjoyed the patronage 
of a reigning monarch. It is not gen- 
erally known that the site upon 
which the castle is situated is pathet- 
ically linked with one of the most 
touching incidents of the greatest up- 
heavals in the history of the Church 
of England since the reformation. 
namely, the “Tractarian movement.” 
Shortly after Canon Wilberforce 
joined the Church of Rome he retired 
to the wilds of ‘Connemara to live a 
life of meditation and solitude, inter- 
esing himself, however, in the spir- 
itual life of his poor neighbors. 
Mitchell Henry, anxious to know Ire- 
land and the Irish people, wandered 
into Connemara one day and called on 
the canon in his modest cottage. He 
was struck with the beauty of the 
place, and when Canon Wilberforce 
left the neighborhood the future Eng- 
lish thome-ruler bought the cottage 
and the 13,000 acres which now consti- 
tute the Kylemore estate. The castle 
now stands on the site occupied by 
the cottage referred to. Mr. Henry 
decided to sell Kylemore because its 
associations were painful to him, his 
eldest daughter having been drowned 
in the loch near the castle.

THE HERESY TRIAL. 
_ Heresy hunting in Methodism has 
been “sat down on, and sat down on 
hard” in the New York East Confer- 
ence, which has just acquitted Prof. 
Borden P. Bowne of Boston Univer- 
sity. The complainant was Rev. 
George A. Cooke of the New Bngland 


ern section of the Bible League, 
whose Western headquarters are in 
this city, and of which Rev. Har- 
court W. Peck of Covina is secretary. 
The most prominent name associated 
an the League in the East is Bishop 
Malialien of Boston, while the most 
influential supporters of the local

The attack of Dr. Cooke upon Prof. 
Bowne brought to his defense as coun- 
sel in’the trial, Methodism’s greatest 
ecclesiastical lawyer and debater, Dr. 
J. U. Buckley, editor of the New York 
Christian Advocate. Among the fif- 
teen -who constituted the jury were 
some of the best-known ministers of 
the church, such as Dr. William V. 
Kelley, editor of-the Methodist Re- 
view, and Dr. George P. Mains, one of 
the agents of the Book Concern. The 
charges were based upon passages 
from Dr. Bowne’s numerous works 
and were directed chiefly against his 
views on the Trinity, the Old Testa- 
ment Inspiration, Miracles, the Atone- 
ment apd Future Punishment. Dr. 
Cooke and Prof. Bowne both appeared 
before the Committee of Trial, known 
as the “Select Number.” Sixteen 
hours were consumed, that every 
point might be fully covered. After 
due delibera a unanimous verdict 
of “not guilty” was rendered, and 
when the decision was announced to 
the conference, there was the most 
vigorous applause. Not since the fa- 
mous trial of, Dr. Thomas of Chicago 
and his resultant expulsion for heresy 
about twenty-five years ago has Meth- 
odism witnessed such a scene. Dr. 
Buckley says of it: “It is settled that 
liberty, not license, is the heritage of 
Methodism. Every minister, while 
bound to adhere to the essential dot: 
trines of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, has a certain degree of lib 
erty which Wesley claimed for him- 
self and which he allowed to his 
preachers.” 


Immediately after the announce- 
ment of the verdict, Dr. Cooke filed 
fresh charges. A committee of three 
considered them and reported prompt- 
ly a recommendation that the charges 
be not entertained, and the confer- 
ence as promptly adopted the report. 
Then followed an unusuai proceeding. 
Dr. Buckley insisted that the confer- 
ence should enter on its records a

A PROBABLE 


PRIME MINISTER. 


(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


ONDON, April 2.—King Edward 
is about the only man in Great 
Britain whois denied tie privilege 


” of freely expressing his opinions on po- 


litical. questions. _ It is one of the 
many restrictions which English de- 
mocracy imposes on kingship in this 
twentieth century. But His Majesty 
bas always taken a deep interest in 
the Parliamentary struggles at &t. 
Stephens, and is credited with keen 
powers of discerning the men who 
will rise to the top in that vortex of 
political contentions. Therein 
the significance of his recent meet- 
ing with David Lioyd-George at a 
dinner given by the Marquis of 
Tweedmouth, to which the sturdy lit- 
tle Welshman was invited by royal 
command—for that is what a hint 
from royaliy on such festive oceg- 
‘sions Virtually amounts to. The 
King probably believes. vita others 
that Lioyd-George, if he lives long 


« 


enough, is destined to wield a great 
influence in the affairs of the nation 
—that he may even become Prime 
Minister some day, and a- such be 
the actual temporary ruler of the 
British Empire, of which the oceu- 
pant of Buckingham Palace is the 
Rominal and permanent head. Very 
natural it was, therefore, that Exd- 
ward VII should desire to make 
Lioyd-George’s acquaintance and see 
for himself what manner of man he 
is. 

The son of a school teacher, edu- 
cated at a national schvol in a Weish 
town: vith an uppronounceable name 
-—Lianvstumdwy it is spelled—from 
the obscurity of a provincial law cf- 
fice Lioyd-George has fought his way, 
unaided by wealth or éocial prestige 
to the front rank of the Parliamen- 
tary opposition. He is only forty 
now-—the age at which Mr. Chamber- 
lain began his Parliamentary carcer 
—and without a rival among tire

Such a man must needs possess an 
interesting personality. But it is 
not revealed in his external appear- 
ance.

He is 
short of stature, has sharp features, 


a fresh-colored complexion, small, 
stubby, bristling moustache, keen, 
vigilant eyes and somewhat _§rebel- 


lious dark brown hair brushed back 
which makes his forehead look big- 
ger than it is. When he first en- 
tered Parliament, fourteen years ago, 
he was unashamedly careless about 
his apparel, as one who glorified in 
denying himself any adventitious~atd 
from the tailor. But when a measure 
of fame came to him—and it came 
quickly—he shaved off his mutton 
chops, donned a frock coat and silk 
hat and spruced himself up generally. 
‘Still there is no note of style about 
his dress. And he is at no pains to 
preserve those distinctive marks of 
social respectability--creases in his 
trousers. 

It is when Lloyd-George talks to 
you that he is instantly revealed as 
aman who amounts to something 
and that impression is deepened = 


speech lucid‘and direct; what he has 
to say is always worth listening to, 
and he delivers his opinions with a 
decisiveness and frankness which ipn- 
dicates a firm foundation of genuine 
conviction that compels attention and 
respect. There are no pretensions 
of polish about him-——he is a man of 
the people and he seeks not to dis- 
guise it—but with his keen eves fixed 
on you, his self-assurance which is 
far removed from bumptiousness, his 
positiveness that never degenerates 
into arrogance and intolerance, in- 
vest him with a _ certain dignity 
which no mere charm of manner could 
confer. Lots of brains he has: an 
eloquent tongue and veins filled with 
good Welsh fighting blood, but after 
half an hour’s talk with him you 
leave him with the conviction that 
over and above all these gifts he 
owes his prominence to a_ sublime, 
complete. absolute, Napoleonic faith 
in himself. In a lesser man it would 
appear insufferable conceit, but in 
Lioyd-George it seems natural and 
appropriate, for he has the ability to 
“make good.” 

He inevitably suggests compari- 
son with Chamberlain. Between the 
two men there are many striking sim- 
arities which perhaps go far to ex- 
plain the strong antagonism that ex- 
ists between them.

When these two 
giadiators of debate engage in ver- 
bal warfare, the rest of the House 
looks on with gleeful rapture like 


Mr. Lloyd-George got on the wrong 
side of the South African War, and 
as a pro-Boer found himself a much 
abused man. But the tenacity with 
which he maintained his views de- 


tested the courage of his convictions. 
The memory of his strenuous opposi- 
tion to what was deemed patriotism 
may hinder his advancement for a 
time, but not for long. A tax-paying 
public is apt to be much more forgtiv- 
ing in such matters than. one which 
contented itself with shouting for. 
giory without counting the cost. And 
Chamberlain's suc- 
cess should afford him some comfort- 
ing reflections, One of Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s most eloquent speeches in the 
House was made in defense of Giad- 
stone’s surrender compromise with 
the Boers after the British defeat at 
Majuba Hill, a measure which is pow 
a stench in the nostrils of the Impe- 
rialists, who bow down and worship 
at the shrine of the Birmingham 
member. And so Mr. Lioyd-<George, 
the Little Englander of today may be 
hailed as the Big Eaglander, tomor- 
row. 


PRINCE 
IN OVERALLS. 


MICHAEL HILKOPF, NOW MIN- 
ISTER TO THE CZAR. 


His Roya! Highness Worked in an 
American Machine Shop Forty 
Years Ago—His Exhaustive Ex- 
amination of the Railroads of This 
Country—A Picturesque Career. 


[From the Boston Transcripi:] Old 
Quaker Wainwright, machinist and 
railroad contractor of Philadelphia 
glanced up from the desk at which he 
was seated in his dingy office as the 
door was opened to admit a well-butfir 
young man, bearing upon his face 
what Mr. Wainwright thought to be 
the. unmistakable signs of Yankee 
birth.

Aside from the intrinsic value of the 
metal in the treasure which has been 
found there is another value noi to be 
estimated in dollars and cents. Scien- 
tists and historians have for the past 
several centuries been looking in vain 
for a solution of the question of 
whence the Incas were and who their 
forerunners, and the people over 
whom they ruled. The history of 
Peru and the adjoining couniries, 
though written by many men, is al! 
taken from the records of the Royal! 
Academy of History at Madrid, in 
whose great depository are documents 
relating to the country from the time 
the first Spaniard landed on the coast, 
and even further back, to the time 
when wonderful reports of the weaith 
and civilization of the Southern coun- 
try reached the Spanish settlements 
farther north. 

Throughout Peru there are exien- 
sive archeological remains consisiing 
of ancient fortresses, aqueducts, and 
curiously carved rocks covered with 
hieroglyphical signs, respecting which 
no information has ever been obtained 
from the descendants of the Incas, and 
which remain to this day a puzzle for 
the scientists to solve. Some who 
have worked during the greater part 
of their lives have at last given up 
the problem unsolved, while others 
have deduced the theory that the. pre- 
decessors of the Incas were in some 
way related to the ancients of the Old 
World. Mr. A. Espinosa says: “As 
far. as the external appearance and 
the system of construction of the In- 
cas are concerned, there is in my opin- 
jon good reason to believe that there 
is some close relationship between the 
culture of the Incas and of the Egyp- 
tlans and Syrians.” Thomas J. Hutch- 
inson, late British Consul in Peru, 
goes further in saying that these an- 
clent monuments atfest the former ex- 
istence of a powerful and civilized em- 
pire many centuries anterior to the era 
of the Inca dynasty. He bases his 
opinion on the many beautifully exe- 
cuted objects of art in terra cotta, sil- 
ver, and gold, and the exquisite work- 
manship displayed in the construction 
of buildings which cannot be consid- 
ered the work of savages, but that of 
a people possession a considerable 
knowledge of scientific and mechanica! 
art. He further says that the build- 
ings of these ancients bear a most 
striking similarity to the descripiion 
given by Dr. Schiiemann of those dis- 
covered at Homer's Ilium. Ano. ner 
explorer, Dr. Archibald Smith, says: 
“The gigantic architecture of Peru 
points to the Cyclopian family, the 
founders of the Temple of Babel, and 
of the Egyptian Pyramids.” 
- A few relics of the ancient state still 
remain, but time has so effaced the 
traces of their criginal decoration that 
their value in research is almost. noth- 
ing. With the finding of this treasure 
a new stimulne may be given to his- 
torians, and it may be that through 
this find science will be rewarded by 
the discovery of the hidden history 
of the country...

Lake Titicaca, with La Paz on one 
side and Puno on the other, was weld 
sacred by the Incas, and at both cities 
great religious structures were raised 
_to the worship of the sun. In this sun 
worship each succeeding Inca, who by 
tradition was a descendant of the 
Deity, was not only ruler of the land, 
but he was also the head of the church. 


by the Incas all products of the coun- 
try, with the exception of gold, iver, 
and precious stones, were divided into 
three parts, one of which went to the 
crown, one to the church, and one to 
the producer. In this way two-thirds 
of all the wealth of the kingdom 
reached the coffers of the Incas. In 
the matter of gold, silver, and precious 
stones the ruling was different. Ev- 
erything of this sort was the property 
of the crown, and was given away to 
favored Princes only. In places 
throughout the country natives were 
found who possessed what foreigners 
thought to be wonderful amounts of 
the precious metals, but what 
really a mere nothing when compared 
with 4he vast quantities of gqjd in the 
possession of the incas. 

We are told by Prescott that al- 
though the exteriors of the dwellings 
of the Princes of (ie realm were 
wanting in elegance, on the interior 
opulence was ostentatiously displayed. 
“The sides of the apartments,” he says, 
“were thickly studded with gold and 
silver ornaments, niches prépared in 
the walls were filled with images of 
animals and piants curiously wrought 
of the same materials; and even much 
domestic furniture, including the uten- 
sils devoted to the most ordinary 
menial services, displayed the like 
wanton magnificence.” 

At Yucay, the favorite residence of 
the Incas, was a palace the splendors 
of which have never been seen else- 
where in elther the New or the Old 
World. Here were baths, the water of 
which was conducted through under- 
ground pipes of silver all the way 
from the crystal mountain streams, 
finally emptying into a great basin 
of soli® gold. In the gardens were 
all kinds of growing plants which 
flourish in that climate, while beside 
of animals and vegetable life wrought 
them were skillfully imitated forms 
in pure gold and silver. 

Again in the Peruvian temples we 
see a display of gold, silver, and prec- 


+ious stones such as was never seen 


elsewhere. At Cuzco was a temple 
which was considered the wonder of 
the empire. Under successive rulers 
it had been so enriched that it became 
known as the “Palace of Gold.” Be- 
sides the temple there were seven 
other bildings near Ly, all of stone, 
surrounded by a high stone wall. 
Within, the temple was literally a 
gold mine. History says of it that on 
the western wall was emblazoned «a 
representation of the Deity, consist- 
ing of a human countenance looking 
forth from the midst of innumerable 
rays of light which emanted from it 
in every direction. The figure was 
engraved on a massive plate of gold 
of enormous dimensions, thickly pow- 
dered with emeralds and precious 
stones. Golden ornaments of every 
size and form incrusted the walls of 
the temple, so that the ogter stone- 
work, was almost concealed from 
view, Gold, in the langugge of the 
peopie, was the “tears wept by the 
sun.” and every part of the intertor 
of the temple glowed with burnished 
plates and studs of the precious 
metal. 

Adjoining was the chapel to the 
moon, the deity held next in rever- 
ence to the sun, as the mother of the 
Incas. Here were found ornaments 
exactly in the form of those in the 
sun's temple, but wrought in silver. 
Besides these there were other tem- 
ples to the stars, the thunder, the 


lightning, and the rainbow. al! of | 


whieh exhibited like profusion. 

When Atahualipa, one of the two 
Incas who ruled at the time of the 
Spanish conquest of Peru, was taken 
prisoner by Pizarro through strata- 
gem. in order to secure his release 
he played upon the avarice of his 
keepers, whom he knew to be de- 
sirons of securing much gold. He 
then engaged, on condition that he be 
liberated, to .cover the floor of the 
apartment in which he was held 
prisoner with gold. His offer did not 
impress his keepers, so, standing on 
tiptoe, he reached as bigh on the wall! 
as he could, and offered-to fill the 
room with gold to that point if he 
were liberated. 

-Pizarro agreed to this, and messen- 
gers were at once sent out to bring 
together the treasure. The room is 
said to have been twenty-two feet 
long, seventeen feet broad. and the 
point to which it was to be filled was 
as high as an ordinary man could 
reach. In less than two months 
Atahualipa had filled hie part of the 
contract, but Pizarro did not release 
him, and a short time later he was 
executed by the Spaniards. 

_At La Paz the former subjects of 
the Incas deposited what re- 
tained of the kingdom's wealth, where 
it, too, eventually fell into the hands 
of the Spaniards. 

The conquerors ruled with a heavy 
hand until 1780, when an Indian up- 
rising occurred, and numerous bands 
surrounded the City of La Paz. The 
revolution spread, and the Indians 
avenged the wrongs which had been 
done them from the beginning of the 
Spanish invasion. They ransacked 
the City of La Paz, taking all of the 
remaining splendor of the Incas as 
well as the treasure found in other 
cities throughout the country. All 
of this was taken to the camp of the 
revolutionists. 

Then began an advance on Cuzco, 
but the rebels received a severe check 
before they had gone far. and were 
compelled to flee. They could not 
carry the immense amount of gold, 
generally valued at $39,000,000, with 
them, so they made excavations in 
the ground between La Paz and Lake 
Titicaca and there they buried It. 
The leader of the revolution later 
surrendered,-and when he persistent- 
ly refused to tell where he had hid 
the gold he was executed. If any 
others knew where it was concealed, 
they never made known their knowl- 
edge to anyone, and until its recent 
discovery it remained a mystery. 

During the present century plans of 
the location of the treasure have fre- 
quently appeared a have been of- 
fered for sale. There is one in the 
possession of the Spanish government 
which was followed very closely, but 
without any success.

Of course, the physical ‘topography 
of any neighborhood has its canes 
on the local storms, fogs and provail- 
ing winds. The “mountain” and ‘“‘val- 
ley breezes” that are so eagerly sought 
during the summer recreation or s0o- 
journ is an instance of the effect of 
moyntains on local climate and 
weather conditions. As explained vy 
W. 8S. Tower, assistant in meteorology 
in Harvard University, because of act- 
ive rediation at night the layers of air 
near the earth become cooled, and as 
cool alr is heavier than warm air, a 
law of physics that is generally «p- 
preciated theoretically, but usually 
overlooked practically, this heavier air 
tends to move down the hillside. The 
tendency becomes, after a time, suf- 
ficiently pronounced to produce a gen- 
eral downhlil movement, eventually re- 
sulting in a perceptible breeze. 

That is whai is commonly designared 
locally as “the mountain breeze,” end 
which, ffom its origin, is practically In 
one constant direction, though ihe in- 
tervention of powerful storms may 
temporarily reverse the customary 
movement. Vice versa, during the day, 


the presence of warmer and, therefere, 
lighter alr, near the earth causes a 
movement of the atmosphere with an 
upward tendency, creating the so- 
called valley breezes. In certain fa- 
vorably-situated localities the appear- 


ance of the mountain or the valley 


breege is a* regular as clockwork, the 
transitional period being marked by a 
caim.—[{Philadelphia Record.

the heads of departments, and there 
was a constant turmoil. Things went 
on this way until some time in No- 
vember, 1903, when it was discovered 
that the factory was not keeping up 
with its usual amount of business. 

OVERSTOCKED WITt. GOODS. 

An investigation was instituted and 
it was found that the eastern corset 
manufacturers had made a reduction 
along all lines. Corsets that had been 
selling at $4.50 the dozen were sold 
at $4 the dozen. Those selling at $9.50 
were cut to $9, and so on. The Chi- 
cago Corset Company was advis>d 
that it must meet this cut. But with 
the high wage scale in operation, this, 
the only unionized corset factory in 
the United States, could not compete 
with eastern markets. The — result 
was a great  ~piling-up of stock. 
Rooms had to be rented to accommo- 
date this surplus stock. An attempt 
was made to make the unions reaii:* 
the situation, but the attempt fai!>d. 
Finally, early in November, a notice 
was posted stating that owing ‘to an 
overstocked condition the factory 
would be closed down. 

A short time after this, members 
of the unions of the city visited Mr. 
Florsheim and asked for an expla- 
nation. Mr. Florsueim went into the 


matter from beginning to end. H: 
explained the exact situation. Ye 
said the factory hai always paid 


higher wages than any other like fac- 
tory in the United States. Not only 
this, but the factory was remote 
from the base of supplies. All mate- 
rial had to be shipped from tne East 
to the factory, and then the finisheJ 
goods had to be shipped back Bast 
again. The cost of shipping had to 
be added to the cost of the corsets, 
and thus, with the increase in wages 
demanded by the unions, the company 
would be doing business on a losing 
basis. The committee’ listened, but 
expressed contempt for the reasons 
advanced. They said there was no 
truth in the content demanil- 
ed that things go on as .aey had been, 
or else a strike would bé called. They 
were notified that they might call a 
strike at any time they desired, but 
that the shop, when it opened, would 
be an open one, and that the employés 
must come as individuals and not as 
members of a union, when they want- 
ed work. 
HOSTILITIES ARE BEGUN. 

A strike was declared. Some of 
the employés decided to remain with 
the company. Tlren the trouble be- 
gan in real earnest. Maicontents 
from Batavia, Elgin and other towns 
were brought in, and they congregat- 
ed about the factory and caused big 
disturbances. Pickets were put out 
and employés going to and from their 
work were molested. By constant 
pestering the strikers were enabled to 
cause a few defections from the ranks 
of those willing to work. By coercion 
and intimidation they were enavied 
to keep more away. 

Things went on this way, until he 
dtrikers saw that they were veginn og 
When poverty began to 
pinch, some of the old employés 
came back and asked for work. The 
tide that had been running all in one 
direction began to turn the other 
way. More and more came back to 
work, and this angered the malcon- 
tents op the outside. Then it was 
that disgraceful rioting began. Thous- 


about the factory and made al! sorts 
of disturbances. The city police had 
to be ealled out, and special police 
were sworn in. One night about tw. 
thousand people congregated at the 
factory and waited for tne girls to 
come out. The employés were let out 
of the building secretly and thus got 
away from the disturbers. | 
When the mob realized this, a furi- 
ous scene took place. Howling like 
mad, the men and women surrounded 
the office, throwing stones against 
the doors and threatening to demol- 
ish the place. The lights were 
turned out in the building, and an es- 
cort of police was asked to ward harm 
away from the officials of the con- 
cern who were present. Mayor Ray- 
mond visited the factory in an at- 
tempt to pacify the people, and he 
was roughly handled. He was called 
vile names and so jostied about that 
he was forced to flee to a street car 
to escape the fury of the mob. He 
wes called a “scab,” and after he en- 
tered the street car people knocked 
on the windows and threatened him. 
Another time a special policeman was 
knocked down, and several acts of vi- 
olence were perpetrated. 

ANARCHY RUNS RIOT. | 
A state of anarchy existed in the 
city and the officials were unable to 
cope with theg situation. Officers 
were insulted by the women, and 
missiles were thrown promiscuously. 
All this time, the greater part of the 
disturbance was not made by the 
former employés of the corset com- 
pany, but by strikers and malcon- 
tents ‘imported. An attempt was 
made to show tnat there was genera! 
dissatisfaction among the employés of 
the company, when in reality the 
trouble was caused by outsiders. 
All this was early in January. Fri- 
day, January 8, warrants were sworn 


out in a justice court for twenty-five 


men and girls and they were charged 
with unlawful assembly. Richard 
Kroenning was arrested during the 
day. he having led a mob against a 
party of employés who were leaving 
the factory under police escort. He 


cursed the officers roundly, and was 


finally captured and lodged in jail. 


Other arrests were made, and the po- 


lice force was kept busy trying to 
keep order in the city. 


INJUNCTION ISSUED. 
The appeals of the Mayor and the 


advice of conservative citizens failed 


to bring about the conditions desired, 


and Mr. Florsheim was compelled to 


resort to the courts. He played his 
trump card against the trades-unions 
Friday afternoon January 22 when 


he sued out a writ of injunction in 
the Kane county Circuit Court before 
Judge Bishop, restraining the mem- 
bers of the union from in any way 
interfering with the conduct of his 
business and from attempting in any 
way the intimidation of his employés 
or the aassailing of them with 
guage of abuse or ridicule. The writ 
was directed against all the officers

One of the most interesting and in- 
structive pamphiets bearing on the 
industrial situation in this country has 
been published by the Employers’ As- 
sociation of Chicago, of which Fred- 
eric W. Job is secretary. It is called 
“A Tale of Two Cities”—but it is 
really a tale of the same city in two 
aspects, or correctly speaking, the 
story of the original, peaceful Beloit, 
the union-disturbed, demoralized Be- 
loit and the present emancipated, re- 
juvenated Beloit. 

Beloit, Wis., up to the middle of 
1903, was a prosperous manufacturing 
city in which the relations between 
employers and wage earners were ex- 
tremely harmonious. Business was 


wages somewhat better than the, av- 
erage of western cities, no slums, and 
a great many workmen house own- 
ers. In the spring of 1903 two walk- 
ing delegates heard of the satisfac- 
tory condition of things at Beloit and 
hastened there. They started in to 
organize Beloit, and succeeded to such 
an extent that it became a union town, 
and a population of 14,000 sustained 
twenty-one unions with a membership 
of 2000. What followed is thus de- 
scribed: 

“The character of the work in fac- 
tories declined; retail merchants were 
scared to. death by threats of being 
boycotted ‘unless the union card was 
displayed in their windows or hung 
from their chandeliers. You bought 
union goods from union clerks who 
carried union cards, or you were made

Utter demoralization followed. The 
local industries were paralyzed, trade 
suffered in all branches, strikes and 
lockouts were the order of the day, and 
peace and quietness gave place to cvuer- 


person and properiy. These conditions 
lasted until June, 1903, when they were 
recognized as intolerable and an £m- 
ployers’ association was organized. Its 
principles were: 

The open shop. 

No sympathetic strikes. 

No restriction or limitation of out- 
put or apprentices. 

Respect for the law. 

This movement subsequently ex- 
panded into a Citizens’ Alliance. The 
struggle was fierce and general, but ir 
lasted less than three months. By 
the end of 1903 ali the great strikes 
were over, the boycotts’ were declared

DESPERATE CONDITION 
IN NEW ZEALAND. 


KIRBY, JR., of Dayton’ Ohio, in 
an address on the labor question, 
‘gives a summary of the desperate 
and appalling conditions now prevaii- 
ing in the industries of New Zealand. 

“For the ultimate’ results of the 
complete reign of trades-unionism,” 
says Mr. Kirby, “let us turn our eyes 
to Australia and New Zealand. Until 
recently New Zealand has been re- 
ferred to by theorists and labor lead- 
ers as the land of no strikes, the land 
of bliss, the Elysium of labor’s dreams, 
etc., and to read some of the beautiful 
word-pictures that have been drawn 
of that land of government arbitration 
and labor courts one might become im- 
pressed with the idea that New Zea- 
land is the one spot on earth which 
is blest with a perfectly happy and 
contented people, and that its blessed 
condition is attributable to the fact 
that organized labor and sotlalism, 
working hand in hand, reign supreme 
and control all branches of legisia- 
tion, industry, and commerce. Our 
attention is of late frequently calied 
to accounts of the deplorable condi- 


tions In New Zealand and to the

debt of that country, whiten 
ready burdened with the greatest per 
capita debt of any country in the 
world. Already the furniture manu- 
facturers of New Zealand have been 
compelled to cease manufacturing that 
product owing to a decision of the 
Court of Arbitration fixing wages at 
a rate which made the man- 
ufacture of furniture in  com- 
petition with foreign manufacturers 
prohibitive and the manufacture:s de- 
cided to stop manufacturing and im- 
port the product of foreign manufac- 
turers. 

“The Australian Globe has publish- 
ed distressing accounts of conditions 
in Australia and gives statistics snow- 
ing that citizens of all trades and oc- 
cupations are leaving the country. It 
states that in ten years, in Victoria, 
where the labor legislation has been

ing proportions, and that in six months 
over 16,000 persons, comprising trades- 
men, master craftsmen, sheep growers, 
and farmers, have flowa from the 
tyranny of the unions.

|ON A JAP TORPEDO BOAT. 


Effect of the Inte™ Cold and High 
Nervous Tensic: —ose of Sleep 
and Provisions. 


[New York Sun:] One of the officers 
commanding a Japanese torpedo boat 
or destroyer which took part in the at- 
tacks on Port Arthur has had some 
conversation with the Sasebo corre- 
spondent of the Jiji- Shimpo. He de- 
eclares that this is a most dispiriting 
war. . 

Since the lith of February the cold 
ras been intense and the sea boisterous. 
One destroyer's crew may be said to 
have slept under frozen snow, 80 
thickly did the flakes penetrate to the 
men’s bunks, and another had its com- 
pass frozen, though alcohol was used 
as a precaition. Nothing but the high 
epirit of the men enabled them to work 
through it all; people en shore cannot 
form any idea of what the suffering 
means. Yet no one has suffered badly 
from frost bite. That was because 
they had the experiences of 1894-95 to 
guide them. Very few caught cold. 

The officers attribute this to the fact 
that they did not expose themselves to 
variations of temperature? as is the 
case with men in a big ship, where 
cabins can be warmed and heat-gener- 
ating processes employed. On a de- 
stroyer or a_ to 
source of artificial heat is a brasier, 
and braziers have two serious dtaw- 
backs; one that in a }ittle craft, pitch- 
ing and rolling badly, live charcoal is 
a dangerous companion; the other, that 
as all apertures have to be closed to 
keep out the sea, the fumes of a bra. 
zier would be rerilous. There was 
nothing for it, consequently, but fo 
dispense with all heating appliances, 
and the men, living in a uniformly 
cold temperature, seem to have kept 
their health better than they would 
have done had means of generating 
artificial heat been accessible. . 

One great trouble was that the offi- 
cers hardly ever had a quiet sleep. 
Their work was always at night, and 
the strain and anxiety of moving at 
high speed without lights, when every 
sense had to be keenly alert so as to 
avold collisions and yet keep in touch 
with the other boats, were something 
that soon became almost unendurable. 
It was not merely want of opportunity 
to sleep: what happened was that the 
serious tension made 
sleep impossible. Drinking sake 
brought no relaxation of the strain, 
and only by taking morphine could 
sleep be obtained in many cases. This 
was much worse than the actual fight- 
ing. Provisions were another greai 
difficulty. 1t is, of course, out of the 
question to have good fare cn board a 
torpedo craft.

We the large and continuous mflux of for- 

eigners into this country, it is not surprising 

that the character of public sentiment in 
America is gradually undergoing a change, and that as 
a people we are not as truly American, either in theory 
or practice, as we were a century ago.

“We are ceasing,” he said, “to be the law- -abiding cit- 
izens we formerly were. To the American people it is 
not now a question of how one shal! observe the day. 
The question is how we shail save the institution? 
There are two bonds holding together the Christians of 
the world, the Holy Bible and the Sabbath day. If one 
wants to preserve and keep these bonds we must keep 
-the Sabbath as a reminder of Almighty God. A day of 
rest is good for the workmen. More than ninety per 
cent. of the railroad men west of the Mississippi do not 
have one. It seems as if it wére safer for life and 'imb 
to be a murderer than to be a brakeman.” 

A sad picture, indeed, for enlightened and so-called 
Christian America to present, and one that demands our 
serious thought and consideration That a high order 
of morality and a general respect for law, or fer enlight- 
ened government, even, can exist in a community where 
Sabbath desecration is the Qniversal habit of the people, 
all history teaches is impossible. No nation that has 
ever discarded.its Sabliathe has ever been noted for its 
stability. Every such nation lacks the elements of 
progress and perpetuity. Its tendency is in the direc- 
tion of voluptuousness, of extravagance and decay. The

The habit of devoting the Sabbath purely to amuse- 
ment and pleasure is one to be deprecated. “The Sab- 
bath was made for man, and not man for the Sabbath,” 
is an old saying of Holy Writ, but from this we do noi 


infer that it was given to be wasted in idle diss_pation 


or frivolous folly. But it is a day of rest from worldly 
care, of physical rest from-wearing toi! and Iobor; for 
pleasant communion with friends and with nature, for 
worship and for spiritual advancement. 

We need a pause in this busy life of ours. Brain and 


| muscle, soul and heart need it, and the whole man is 


better for it. The institution of the Sabbath was no 
afterthought. It is as old as the race, and it has sur- 
vived all the changes and revolutions of time. Without 
the Sabbath would come anarchy and discord. Without 
it, instead of safety, crime and outrage; instead of 
progress, retrogression. The race would wear out, 
become scifish, sordid and brutalized. It would becume 
morally paralyzed. 

The Sabbath is one of the corner-stones of our repub- 
lic. Tear it down and you endanger the whole fabric of 
our free institutions. Guard it well and you give 
strength and vitality to the nation 
with lasting life and power. It is, of ail things, our 
most priceless heritage. |

“The only organized la- 
bor in Mexico is that employed on the different ranches 
of the railways. Such men belong to unions, but their 
organizations are usually branches of the trades unions 


| of the United States.. The chief labor of Mexico is made 


up of peons, the descendants of the native Indians. They 
are not like our Indians, being far more industrious and 
more quiet and easily handled. They do not*know what 
the walking delegate is, and as yet strikes and lock- 
outs are comparatively unknown. . 

“Give me some idea of wages, Genenal* said I. 

“Wages are low,” replied our Ambassador to Mexico. 
“Twenty-five cents a day is paid for ordinary farm labor 
in most parts of the country, and in the factories the 
wages are proportionately small. The hours are long 
and on the farms the men work from sunrise to sunset,

Chi inese” Cheap Labor. 


“I see ‘by a recent dispatch that the Chinese are com- 
ing into Mexico by the thousands.” 

“Such statements are probably exaggerated,” was the 
reply. “There are not many Chinese in Mexico, and 
they are admitted at only one or two ports in order that 
the character of those coming in may be carefully inves- 
tigated.” 

“What are the Mormons doing in Mexico?” 

“They have three colonies,” replied the Ambassador, 
“two in the Bravos district of the State of Chihuahua, 
and one in the district of Arispe in Sonora. There is 
also an American colony, not Mormon, in the State of 
Tamaulipas, which has been established within the past 
six months. All of these colonies are in a flourishing

“Are there many Americans?” 

“Yes, mere than thos of any foreign nationality ex- 
cepting the Spanish. There are fifteen or sixicen thou- 
sand of our people there. All, so far as I know, retain 
their American citizenships and most come intending to 
siay only long enough to make their for‘uncs and then 
return to the United States.” 

“What are the Americans doing?” 


“They are interested in all sorts of entet prises. Some 
fre opening up gold, silver and copper mines. Others 
have franchises for street railroads and water-works 
in the cities. Some are engaged in farm pz and many 
‘are employed in connection with the railroads, which be- 
long largely to the United States.” 

“Have many made fortunes?” 


‘ “Some have done well, but none hav’ made the enor- 
mous sums which are now called fortrnes in the United 
States. There is cne man, Mr. Braniff, who is said to be 
worth about $15,000,000 or $16,000,000 in Mexican money. 
He built the Mexican National Raiiroal, which runs 
from Vera Cruz to Mexico City, and has been ‘n‘erested 
in other enterprises of large size. Gen. Frisbee is said 
to be worth one or two millions in Mexican money, but 
we have no other multi-millionaires that I know of.” 

“Is capital invested in Mexico safe?” - 

“I don’t know what you mean by safe,” said Gen. 
Clayton. “If danger from revolution or from confisea- 
tion by the government is concerned, it is perfertly safe. . 
"t is just like property in the United States. One must 
investigate his titles before purchasing, and the man 
whe intends to invest should go to Mexico and examine. 
things for himself” 

“How about the ccffee and rubber plantations” 

“Such things should be earefully inquired into. Fr- 
erything depends upon the locality. Mexico has a vari- 
ety of wn ‘is, some very rich and some not worth a cent 
an acre.” 


Mexican Mines. 


“How about t the mines?" 

“Mexico is very rich in minerals, but it has been 
mined for centuries. It is estimated that more than 
four billion dollars’ worth of gold and silver have been 
taken out of the earth there. The mining has gone on 
steadily since the days of Cortez. Alexander Humboldt, 
who, among his other scientific attainments, had those 
of a mining engineer, said that there were three thou- 
sand mines in operation in Mexico when he went 
4 through that country about one hundred years ago. The 
Mexicans are’ good miners. They know the value of 
their own product, and they are shrewd dealers. Amer- 
icans going there should investigate carefully. If they 
do so, they may make their fortunes, for the country is 
undoubtedly rich. 

“Is much American money going into Mexican eae . 
“Quite a good deal, I should say,” replied Gen. Clayton. 
“Into what kinds?” I warns 

“Gold, silver and copper.” 

“Can you tell me something as te the extent of the 
mines?” 


“Yes, I have a list of the principal ones which was 
made last year. The country has altogether more than 
15,000 mines which produce gold, silver and copper. 
There are 745 copper mines and some very large ones. 
There are other mines which produce copper and lead. 
and copper and iron. There are more than 1000 gold 
mines, and almost 4000 which produce both gold and 
silver. Altogether there are 6500 mines which turn out 
more or less gold, either pure or in connection with 
other metals. There are more than 800 silver mines 
which are producing, and the mines of varicus kinds 
all told yield an output of about 40,009,009 gold dollars 
per year.” 

Farms Fifty Miles Long. 


“How 4 al out farming, “general?” 
well in Mexico?” 


“The most profitable farming there is stock raising,” 
replied the Ambassador. ‘“‘There are enormous ranches 
in Mexico. Some are so large that you have to ride more 
than fifty miles to cross them. A few years ago I went 
down to the Isthmus of Tehuantepec and took a trip 
through the cattle country there. I rode throngh one 
farm which had 25,000 head upon it and through another 
which had over 123,000. This was in February in the 
midst of our winter. The prairies were then covered 
with grass which reached to my knees. The catile 
industry is one of the great ones of Mexico. The total 
value of the ranches is more than half a billion gold 
dollars, and the cattle are numbered by millions,” 


“Where are the chief markets for the stock?” I asked, 


“The United States takes most of the surplus from 
Northern Mexico.” said Ambassador Clayton. “The 
cattle are taken across the border and fattened in Texas 
or the territories, and thence shipped. to the ereat 
packing centers. In the South the chief markets are 
Cuba and South America.” 

“What is Mexico YWoing in manufacturing?” I asked. 

“It is increasing its cotton factories,” replied the Am- 
bassador. “It has now considerably over a hundred fac- 
tories, which use something like 60,000,000 pounds of 
raw cotton a year. The factories make different kinds 
of goods, including calicoes. They made over 11,000,000 
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pieces of cloth last year, chiefly for home const*ption. | 
The industry is protected by a —_ tariff.” 


President Diaz.

“Tell me something about President»Diaz, Gen. Clay- 
ton,” said I. “What kind of a man is he?” 

“Hle is one of the ablest executives of his time,” was 
the reply. “He has been President of Mexico for about 
a quarter of a century, and the proaportty of the country 
is largely due to him.” 

“Where does he come from, general?” 

“He is a native Mexican,” replied Gen. Clayton. “He 
was born in Oaxaca, which is about a day's ride by 
train below Mexico City, and he is old enough now to 
have served in the Mexican army during the Mexican 
War. He was, however, not much more than a boy at 
the time. Shortly after the war was over he left the 
army to study law, but he entered it again from time 
to time, taking part in many of the civil commotions 
which preceded his own election as President. He be- 
came President in 1876, and then began to bring order 
out of chaos. Since then Mexico has been quiet, and 
Gen. Diaz"has managed its affairs so well that, with 
the exception of one intervening term, he has held the 
office of President from-that time to this.” 

“I see it stated that he is about to retire from the 
Presidency,” said I. 

“I think not,” said our Ambassador to Mexico. “He 
may give the duties of his office over to the Vice- 
President while he takes a trip to Europe, but I do not 
think he expects to retire.” ‘ 


The Day of Revolutions Gone by. 


“Suppose President Diaz should retire, what wovid 
De the effect upon the government? Would there be 


“No,” feplied Gen. Clayton. “The day of revolutions 
has ‘passed, as far as. Mexico is concerned. The people 
have had the blessings of peace for almost a cenera- 
ition, and they would not submit to a change of that 
kind. Besides, the revolutionary elemént has died off in 
the interim, and a substantial business element of con- 
servative people has taken its place.” > 

“As an evidence of my faith in the stability of 
Mexico, I have been investing in government bonds. 
They pay a little more than similar securities in the 
United States, and I regard them as equally safe.” 


President Roosevelt and the Panama Canal. 


Phe conv ersation here turned to political mations. and 
I asked Gen. Clayton if he thought President Roosevelt 
would be nominated. 

“I don’t think anything can prevent it,” replied Gen. 
Clayton. “He will receive the nomination, and his 
lection is certain.” 

“President Roosevelt has made a wonderful adminis- 
tration,” continued Gen. Clayton. “He has insured the 
fact that thé Panama Canal wil! be built, and in that he 


has, in my judgment, done the greatest thing for the_ 


United States since our organization as a government. 
with the one exception of the Louisiana purchase. The 
canal will be of enormous benefit to all parts of the 
country.” 

“You were one of he 306 who voted fer Grant in 1889, 
were you not?” 

“Yes, I was,” replied Gen. Clayton, “and I am proud 
of it. I still have my medal which was cast in honor 
of the occasion.” 

“I would like to ask you, general, as to the anti-third 
term sentiment of that time. Did it really exist in the 
minds of the people, or was it a bugbear raised by the 
politicians to beat Grant?” 

“The anti-third-term sentiment,” replied Gen. Clayton, 
“was a creature of the politicians, not of the people. 
Our citizens have no objections to a President holding 
a third term provided other Presidents have come in 
between. The only reason against a third term is that 
the President might use his patronage for his reé@lection. 
This could not be charged against Grant, for he was 
then out of office and had been so for four years.” 

“Would the third-term argument have any effect as 
to President Cleveland, suppose he should be nomi- 
nated?”

To CHICAGO TEN YEARS AGo.

T happened ten years ago, but the events are still 

fresh in my memory. How could I ever forget them? 

{ was struggling for a musical education, with more 
ambition than money or strength, and had returned 

Boston to my home in Michigan for a two weeks’ 
visit, and to welcome the advent of a little stranger in 
the family. 

{ had secured a scholarship at the Boston Conserva- 
tory by canvassing for a leading magazine, and when 
school closed in June the manager was kind enough to 
gliow me the opportunity to earn $12 a week by taking 
the position of conservatory correspondent, tempora- 
“ily, while the lady in charge was on her vacation. This 
enabled me to indulge tn the luxury of a trip home, 
and incidentaliy to the World's Fair, though the latter 
gas not in my original programme. ; 

When I have a fat wallet I enjoy spending royally, 
pat if circumstances demand it, can eke out an existence 
on @ begegarly pittance with philosophic cheerfulness, so 
that when I decided to see ihe fair, as well as return to 
Boston, and found that I had just $25 with which to de- 
fray the expenses of both. I was not disconcerted, but 


knowledge of the inside workings of a cut-rate ticket 
office did not come amiss, and being clever at figures, I 
soon demonstrated (on paper) to my own satisfaction 
that the thing could be done. 

The railroads were making a rate of one fare fcr the 
sound trip. I could buy an excursion ticket to Chicago

1 had heard rumors of 50-cent lodgings, but did ever 
better, and secured a cot in a private home within walk- 


My intention ws8 to remain three 
days, Lut when I got that extra dollar on my ticket, I 
resolved (6 stay over another day to celebrate the erent. 

It will readily be seen that my purse did not allow 
mucli of a margin for eatables, but with wise foresight 
stocked up before leaving home, arming mysei: 
sith a basket of lunch in which the chief factor was 
hard-boiled eggs. To this 1 added fruit, sandwiches. a 
couple of cans of jam and a smal! package of tea. The 
sandwiches weuld last at least two days before becoming 
intractable; the rest do even better, and it would be a 
mean man or woman who would charge me for a Iftle 
hot water; so I feit well equipped. 


Each day I carried a little paper sack to the grounds 
containing my sumptuous repast, and at noon added a 
cap of Ceylon tea—price, 5 cents. It was good, too. 
Sometimes that little sack used to get pretty heavy by 12 
ecleck, for continued walking and sighiseeing in a large 
towd is the hardest work I know of.

“hia the limits of the seat, and, with my jacket for a 
Slow, was goon in the land of dreams—or, more prop- 


erly, nightmares—the result of continued hard-boiled- 
egg repasts. 

Next morning I demolished a sandwich, but couldna’t 
stand the egg. Somehow eggs were becoming monoto- 
nous, and I longed for a change. At noon two sand- 
wiches met the iate of their fellows. Toward evening, 
when the train stopped “ten minutes for refrishments,” 
the tempiation arose strong within me to invest In 
something more palatable than my basket afforded. I 
thought of my “pile.” It was not large, but I decided 
it would be no harm to spend the 10 cents. I had re- 
sisted all day the desire to purchase of the sundry 
wares exhibited by the newsboy, but in the face of a 
quarter of an apricot pie at the lunch counter I suc- 
cumbed at last. The order was followed up by a call for 
a cup of coffee, but it was unheard, and I escaped with 
the expenditure of only 10 cents. 

During the greater part of the second day, fhe train 
had been following the banks of a river and thé scenery 
was beautiful. Little villages nestled all along and 
looked so charming with their hilly background. A 
canal ran along the opposite bank for miles and miles, 
and was the first I had ever seen. We were already be- 
hind time, and to mend matters, the engine broke down, 
and the trainmen had to go back and look for some parts 
which had been lost, thus occasioning a two-hours’ delay 
before we got started again. We were to have changed 
cars at Newburgh, N. Y., to take the New York and New 
Engiand road for Boston, and by this time it began ‘o 
dawn on me that possibly the delay might interfere with 
our making connections, which on inquiry | found to be 
the case, and that I should te obliged to stay in New- 
burgh until 9 the next morning. 

During the suspense of waiting. passengers. became 
quite unconventional and neighborly. One young man 
came up and inquired if | were going to Boston.

We were seated in the reception chamber of Yi Yonz 
tk, the Supreme Minister of Korea. the man whose name 
is cursed in a thousand villages, and whose shadow is 
feared in ten thousand homes. Others have risen before 
in this lan who have earned the name of oppressor an4 
extortioner, but he has surpassed them all. 

Twenty years ago he was a coolie. sweeping the yar! 
of a great noble. Today he is real commander of the 
army; he holds the public purse, he has started national! 
industries, and he has given the Emperor money and 
himself power. Other ministers had squeezed the people 
as they thought, io the uttermost farthing, but when 
the hand of Yi Yong Ik caught them even paupers found 
funds somewhere to escape. 
you can at least sell your children into slavery when the 
hand. of the tyrant falls.

| into the inner courtyard of the palace. Picture a con-

The room in which we sat was small. Yi does not 
waste money on display, and many a ruler of a smal! 
province has a grander house than he. The chamber 
had a polished leather floor, brown paper sliding screens 
in wooden’frames for walls, and a mat-at one end to 
serve as seat. There was no other furniture. 

A soldier or a child would stare through the open door 
every minute or two. The whole scene was typically 
Oriental. Then, strange incongruity, a telephone be!! 
rang. A shabby officer darted into the next room. 
“Who's there, who's .there?” he called in Korean. 
“Hullo! What do you want? Why don’t you spéak up”?

Enter Yi. 


Enter Yi Yong Ik, a tall, broad-shouldered, command- 
ing man. You need no second giance at him to see that 
here is one who can accomplish things. There is none 


of the softness of the typical Korean in his face, and 


yet there is nothing revealing the character for cupidity 
and tyranny universally attributed to him. The cast of 
the features is Mongolian. One understands after seeing 
him how the coolie became head of the state. 

Yi speaks no English, but he shook hands English 
fashion, and beckoned us to squat down on the mats 
in the adjoining room. My interpreter humbled his 
forehead in the dust before him. 

Yi did the same to me, and I replied as. best I could. 
Truth to tell, I had real work to stow my legs away in 
unobtrusive fashion, as the others did. Before our talk 
was over, my violently compressed muscles were aching 
in a way that sadly interfered with my enjoyment.

Beginning of a Great Career. 


Twenty years ago, and less, as I have said, Yi was a 
coolie. Friends of my own can remember him when he 
was engaged in the most menial offices in the yard of a 
great Korean. His master liked him, and had him ap- 
pointed tax gatherer in a small district. Here Yi was in 
his element. A poor man himself, he knew all the tricks 
taxes. He was unsparing, and 
raised more money out of the people than anyone had 
done before. He was soon promoted to a higher place, 
for he who can squeeze best is a great man in Korea. . 
In his new disirict he found some gold. 


Accounts differ as to how he found or acquired it. 
Possibly’ he lighted on a gold mine in the district—this, 
at all events, is what his friends say and what many 
believe. He took this gold to the Emperor, who, liks 
all eastern rulers, ever welcomes the man with money. 
Yi became a court favorite, and a place was found for 
him in the Ministry. He was made controller of the 
Emperor's finances, and then Minister of Finance for the 
state. He is a strong man, he has many good business 
qualities, and extortion is by no means the only side of 
his character. 


His methods can be illustrated by one example. There 
was a Korean at Chemulpo who, probably alone among 
his fellows, had succeeded in business on a large scale. 
Yi ordered through him a hundred thousand dollars’ 
worth of rice for the army. In due course the rice was 
bought, but not delivered, as immediate delivery was not 
wanted, and the merchant was paid. He signed receipts 
for the money. 

Soon afterwards Yi met the merchant in the palace. 
“When are yor-coing to pay back the hundred thousand 


dollars you had from the “Emperor?” he asked. “We 
want it at pnce.” The merfhant could not understand 
what Yi mnt. “Here,” said Yi, “is your acknowledg- 
ment. We Want the money back now.” He produced 


the merchant's receipts for the money paid for the rice, 
Every argument was in vain. Yi demanded the money 
instantly. tne Britise and American Ministers took the 
matter up, as the man had English and American busi- 
ness connections. To every representation Yi returned 
the same answer. “We want our hundred thousand 
dollars back.”” In the end the merchant had io flee the 
land, and now does business in Shanghai.

A GREAT INCREASE DURING THE LAST 
TEN Y EARS. 


From a Special Ccrrespondert. 


UENOS AYRES, March, 1904.—Argentine buys more 
B goods from the United States than any other South 

American country. Yankee drummers are on every 
steamer, every train, and in every hotel. One young 
man representing a big American plow company told me 
he had been here five years. The first year he sold only 
forty plows, but last year his sales amounted to 76:0 
implements. No country in the world can produce the 
equal of the American plow. Argentine is a great mar- 
ket for windmills, and the Yankee machines lead in the 
selling because they are the best made. Buenos Ayres 
has the largest wholesale implement and hardware 
house in South America, and one of the largest in the 
world. On the floors of this great establishment il.cre 
are over $4,000,000 worth of goods—mostly American 
goods. 

When I was taken through the place, I saw more 
American sewing machines than I had ever seen at one 
place in the United States. There were thousands of 
them piled from floor to ceiling. I remarked that they

could not afford to buy his machinery anywhere except 
in the United States. 

‘When I arrived in Buenos Ayres the manager of the 
electric street railway took me over the city in his pri- 
He stopped at the shops of the company, and 
showed me acres and acres of floor space covered with 
American machinery. He said he was a loyal Britisher 
and was mafager of a loyal British company, but that 
he had to tmy his machinery in North America if he 
would have the best. He said that English machinery 
took up about twice as much floor space as that made by 
the Yankees. He said they had tried cars made in the 
different countries and the ones made in America were 
the best. The trucks were very superior, and the cars 
had some “give” to them. The English car is made true, 
but it is so stiff that the occupant gets the full benefit 
of every jolt.

ASHINGTON, April 18.—Mrs. Roosevelt is 
just now deep in preparations for her 
spring gardening at the White House. No 
giker housewife in America—- has to plan in the 


morning of each sear so extensive a flower show as the 
Gest lady of the land. This year the task is unusn- 
ally arduous, for the Presidential mansion is to have 
the most gorgeous floral setting in the history of the 
bistoric old building. The present mistress of the White 
House is very conscientious in the discharge of the du- 
ties Incident to the dressing of her little estate in its 
bright spring roves. There have been some first ladies 
of the land who have been content to merely make su- 
suggestions as tO-the adornment of the 
House grounds, but Mrs. Roosevelt gives active super- 
vision to the cardening. : 

This year Uncie Sam's force of thirty expert zardcn- 
es at the United States Propagating Gardens. in the 
of Washington, have prepared for the adore ment 
of the public grounds of the national! capital a graud 
total of 1,250,000 plants—a quarter of a million morc 
than were ever before provided for such a purpose—anid 
@f this great wealth of ornamental vegetation a large 
proportion will find its way to the eighty-acre tract 
which constitutes the yard of the White House. 

The dawning season is to be a notable one at the 
Grst residence of America from the fact that it is to 
mark the inauguration of an“inieresting new prvojcct-—- 
the establishment of colonial gardens in the rear of tbe 
pmansion. The scheme was outlined last season and, in- 
deed, the preliminary work in preparing the beds was 
garried out, bat it waited upon this season to give them 
tright-eyed little inhabitants. Mrs. Roosevelt's 
pew colonial posy beds will be similar to those at Mount 
Jerson, and will unquestionably be the most attractive 
szampies of this style of gardening to be found any- 
where in America.

To Cleanse Isthmus. 


UNCLE SAM WILL SEND YELLOW 
FEVER EXPERTS TO PANAMA. 


VAST SANITARY OPERATIONS WHICH MUST 
PLETED ERE WORK RBREGINS IN EARNEST ON 
THE CANAL—THE WHOLF REGION NOW A HOTB"D 
OF VIRULENT DISEASES. 


‘By a Special Contr tutor. 
NCLE SAM is preparing to wage fierce warfare 
UJ upon pestilence in all parts of the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama. As a result of the startling reports made by 
health officers sent t6 the canal zone to investigate, the 
United States government is thoroughly aroused as to 
the necessity of adopting the most extreme measures to 
transform our newly-acquired strip of territory from its 
present status of a hotbed of virulent disease What 
makes this sanitary campaign especially urgent is the 
‘conclusion which has been reached that it will be quite 
useless to undertake in earnest the work of constructing 
the interoceanic canal until the present wretched health 
conditions are abolished. 
_ As a first step toward getting at the foot of the cvil 
in short order, Uncle Sam is to send to Panama Col. W. 
C. Gorgas, the famous yellow-fever expert of the United 
States Army. One of the obviously necessary precau- 
tionary measures will be to afford protection from ye!- 
low fever and malaria to the large number of Ameri- 
cans who will go to the isthmus when the work of con- 
struction on the big waterway actually begins. In soiv- 
ing the problems involved Col. Gorgas wil! be in his own 
element. He is an immune, and has had the widest ex- 
perience, particularly in Cuba, where he won fa:ue by a 
gréat and successful battle against the dread disease In 
its traditional stronghold. - 
” Rear-Admiral Rixey, the Surgeon-General of the Navy. 
is another health expert who will soon depart to direct 
one line of operations in the campaign against pestilence. 
His special object of attention will be to ascertain wha. 
can be done to preserve the health of the hundreds of 
United States marines upon whom will devolve the work 
of policing the isthmus. These “soldiers of the navy” 
will be stationed in camps for long periods at a time, 
and in View of the generally trying climate, it is highiy 
important not only that the camps be arranged and con- 
ducted on the most advanced sanitary ideas, but that the 
health conditions of the whole surroundings be taken 
into consideration. 

How big a thing this sanitary enterprise is to prove 
may be appreciated from the fact that the new commis- 
sion expects to spend more than half a million dollars 
on sanitation the first year, and Prof. W. H. Burr, who 
was a member of the old commission, and will probably 
serve in an advisory capacity in this health campaign, 
figures that it will cost at least $2,000,000 to complete the 
jaain sanitary project—the construction of water- 
works and a sewerage system for the cities of Panama 


-} and Colon and the drainage of the districis betweea 


these cities. 

__ Yellow fever and smallpox are by no means the only 
terrors in this domain which is so sorely in need of the 
house-cleaning which Uncle Sam is shortly to begin on 
a wholesale scale. Leprosy exists in the city of Panama, 
and in almost every village along the line of the Panama 
| Railroad to Colon. In Panama lepers will be supported 
by charity if they will go to a sort of asylum on the 
outskirts of the city, but there is no effort to compel 
them to seek this refuge, and consequently, isolated 
cases may be found in almost any part of the city.

A general free vaccination has recently materially im- 


proved the smallpox situation throughout the new re- 
public, but numbers of whites, Chinamen and negroes 
along the canal route suffer from beri-beri, and tubercu- 
losis, dysentery, pernicious malaria, and elephantiasis 
are always present. Mortality on the isthmus is always 
high, but bad as the situation is, it is undoubtedly true 
that there has been exaggeration in many of the re- 
ports sent out, notably that to the effect that out of 890 
Chinese laborers 500 died in three months, and the 
widely circulated statement that every mile of the canal 
constructed thus far has cost 1000 lives. 


Some of the reasons why Panama will be a pretty good 
place to keep away from until Uncle Sam has cleared 
the atmosphere a bit have been disclosed by Dr. Claude 
C. Pierce of the Public Health Service, who was recently 
detailed for duty in the office of United States Consul- 
General Gudger, at Panama. .Dr. Pierce declares that 
the city of Panama is‘filthy in the extreme, as a result 
primarily of the antiquated sewerage system. A defer- 
tive water supply adds to the deplorable situation, and 
in the dry season when water sells for 1 cent per gallon 
baths become a luxury which only the wealthy can af- 
ford. In a trip along the forty-seven miles of the rail- 
road line from Panama to Colon, the government investi- 
gator found that all the villages were filthy, and fever- 
bearing mosquitoes were everywhere prevalent. At La 
Boca, two miles from Panama, the site of the proposed 
mouth of the canal, he found that no sanitary regula- 
tions whatever existed. 


Bad as the outlook would seem to be, members of the 
new Panama Canal Commission and other government 
officials are confident that the canal zone will ultimately 
be made a very habitable place. Rear-Admiral Walker, 
chairman of the new commission, said the other day: 
“Much can be done to reduce the dangers of the climate 
to a minimum. I see no reason why, with the facilities 
“the commission will have at its disposal and the assist- 
ance which will be rendered by medical science and engi- 


neering, the canal section cannot be made as healthy 


as any tropical country. We have done it elsewhera, 


_ Gen. George W. Davis, the second member of the com- 
mission, asked regarding his views on the same subject, 
said: “I believe that the canal zone and the cities of 
Panama and Colon can be made as healthful as Havana 
or any other tropical territory. I am confident that the 
health of Americans will not necessarily suffer on the 
isthmus, although, of course, Americans will not be 
expected to perform the arduous work or laborers. 


The plan for putting the isthmus on a health basis 
does not involve any very perplexing problems of sani- 
tary engineering. It is principally a question of getting 
dirt from those portions of the territory where a little 
surplus earth abounds, and conveying it to those other 
portions where it is sorely needed.

However, sewerace 
and waterworks will perform wonders, just as they did 
when employed by Uncle Sam in Cuba and Porto Rico 
and the Philippines. The city of Colon will have to be 
raised out of the marsh, and there are other towns which 
are set down in swamps, which must undergo regenera- 
tion, but the job is not for the most part an appalling 
one, for there is plenty of earth for filling readily avail- 
able along the line of 
fresh water may be piped from the mountains through 
pipe lines that will in no case be more than sixty miles 
in length, and in some instances will be less than 
twenty. 


Inasmuch as Col. Gorgas will take to Panama as his 
assistants the trained corps of men who performed 
such excellent work under his direction in Havana, it 
may be pertinent to say just a word regarding his re- 
markable achievements as chief sanitary officer at the 
Cuban capital. The great aim of the military govern- 
ment in Cuba was to control yellow fever, and this was 
accomplished by Col. Gorgas in a vigorous and unre- 
mitting campaign which included compulsory street- 
cleaning, disposal of garbage, and the cleaning of ‘prem- 
ises. The internal sanitation of houses was especially 
thorough and there was organized an efficient depart- 
ment for the reporting and trol of infectious diseases. 
All these influences helped, t the Yankee yellow-fever 
expert achieved his final greatest triumph in his 


warfare upon the mosquito’ as .a result of the then 


brand-new theory that these insects were solely respon- 
sible for the spread of yellow fever. Col. Gorgas made 
Havana as healthy as the better class of cities in the 
United States, and he takes up his new work on the 
isthmus with two startling theories—one, that yellow 
fever will in time entirely disappear, and the other that 
he can bring about conditions which will enable Anglo- 
Saxons to lead as healthy lives and live just as long in 
Panama as in the United States. |

ATLANTIC COAST.

é 6 HAT in the world are. those men doing?” 
W came from the deck of a passing steamer as

Island within distance for close inspection. 

“Mussels,” said one. “No, they are digging limpids 
off the rocks for a shore dinner,” suggested another. 
“Would be safer to say that they are reaping their crop 
of Irish moss,” Wlunteered a quiet-looking man in 
whose eyes gleamed just a suspicion of amusement. 

“Irish moss! The same that we buy for medicine and 
that grandmother insists upon boiling with lemon juice 
for my sore throat?” 

“The very same,” replied the man who knew, for, he 
proved to be a contractor for the moss and acted as 
agent for the reapers who desire ‘to sell their crop in 
large quantities.

moss gatherers of Ireland are rivaled by those of the 
Atlantic Coast. 

Of this weed which comes upon the shore of Block 
Island there are two kinds, and botn are used by the 
farmers. One, commonly known as kelp, is valuable as 
a fertilizer for the soil which lacks those chemical prop- 
erties supplied by the salty weed. The other is the 
Irish moss, or Carrageen, medically known as Chon- 
drous Crispus and Chondrus Mamillosus. 

These vegetable growths of the sea have for many 
years furnished the basis for a curious industry for the 
islanders who harvest the crop and by its sale realize a 
fair income for their labor, which differs from any other 
in the Unied States. 

The visitor to Block Island finds much entertainment 
ig the quaint philosophy of these workers by the sea, 
who form a little world by themselves. Out of reach 
of the thrrobbing pulse of Wall street they spend their 


of their city kinsmen. 


This gathering of the moss is largely subject to the 
tide, and like all things, the best is the most difficult to 
reach, as it grows upon those rocks which are under 
cover when the water is high. Eagerly the time is 
watched when the waves recede gradually leaving clear 
the white stretch of beach and the shaggy appearing 
boulders rich with the dripping harvest. When_fresh 
from the water tbe Irish moss is of a deep purple color, 
flecked with lavender and white. The leaves are semi- 
transparent. It grows in small clusters. Men and 
boys, farmers and their famililes, clad in garments 
which by much contact with the brine and sun have 
faded into neutral tints, often wade in waist deep with 
their baskets and knives in order to reach a particularly 
well-covered rock or reef; quickly they fill the baskets, 
holding fast, as cvery seventh wave splashes high and 
covers them with a dash of foam, then with the humid 
prize they make for shore, where wheelbarrows and 
sacks await to remove the moss. If the bank is steep 
and the selected moss field difficult to reach, sacks are 
filled and copiously weeping salt water they are thrown 
over stalwart shoulders and slowly carried to the top of 
the bluff, where ox carts hau! it to the bleaching fie!ds. 

Irish moss, ¢s is pretty generally known, is highly 
prized both for its medicinal value and also as a food. 
For the latter it is used principally as a jelly or as a 
thickening substance for soups, gravies, etc. With boil- 
ing in fresh water for thirty minutes, it dissolves into 
a perfectly clear j2&%s, whicb, having no flavor of its 


own, takes easily any that ts given it. Being delicate 


yet nutritious, it ls especially valuable in the regimen 1 but give it the first washing and drying, then stack it | 
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are placed about or on it until the water drains away 
again. 

The curing process through which the moss must go 
before it is ready for the market takes place often miles 
from the shore where it was gathered. The first thing 
to ‘be done is to wash the moss well in fresh water; it 
is then spread on the grass or sloping hillside, where 
the sun shines hot and is left to dry. Every thirty min- 


‘utes it is turned in order that the sun may reach each 


leaf. The washing and drying is continued for three 
days, at the end of that time if the weather is favorabh. 
the moss will be bleached from its original purpiis= 
color to a creamy white, and is ready for the sorters. 
After the bad leaves or bits of sea grass that may have 
Tiung to the moss have been removed, it is baied in 50 or 
100-pound lots and is ready to ship to New York.

It ameli- 
erates and fertilizes the soil, and when placed around 
the roots cf corn, it softens the clod and keeps the roots 
moist even during the hottest days. 

The kelp is sometimes dried and tied in bundles and 
ged as. fuel. The ashes of the weed are also used as 
dressing fcr land. 

A bonfire of seaweed, while not particularly pleas- 
ant for one not accustomed to it, as it has a strong, 
briny smell, is said to be particularly beneficial to one 
gefering from consumption or any lung or throat 
trouble.

A City OF BROAD STREET 
SPLENDID SQUARES. 
From London Daily Mail. ‘ 
T. PETERSBURG, March 23.—I have been here a 
fortnight now, and the strangeness of this great 
city* is wearing away. I no longer lose myself on 
the Nevsky, and the Neva Quay has become as real to 
me as the Thames Embankment. 

I was there just now watching the sunset. St. Pe- 
tersburg is a city that should be painted. A hundred 
times I have stood still pining for a decent water-color 
artist who should bring its blonde beauty home to the 
people in England. It is a blonde city, fair as a 
golden-locked princess. It has great distances. roofed 
by a blonde sky, the snowy streets are blonde, palaces 
of sulphur yellow apd pale rose are everywhere. 

Some cities are dark. Orvieto, with its blind. wal!s 
and murderous alleys, is dark. Toledo is dark. Lon- 
don is neither dark nor fair, but a solid, self-respect- 
ing city, magnificently plain. 

Petersburg is blonde and beautiful. 

By the Neva. 

Down on the Neva embankment the sun was setting 
in a haze of pink: the new moon, slender and clear-cut 
as a steel bow, stood in the sky. The darkness was 
gathering——a blonde darkness. The frosted river—ice- 
coated with snow—lay white and clear, and the shad- 
ows could not touch its whiteness. The pale sky re. 
fiécted the pallor of the river, and on the distant bank, 
in tendgr silhouette, one saw the domes and spires of 
palaces-and cathedrals. The gilded spire of St. Peter 
and St. Paul seemed to hang between earth and sky, 
touching. neither—a shaft of gold. Fiery crosses, Ii 
every Sabbath eve, burnt on several of the public build- 
ings. Peter the Great, colossal in bronze, mounted and 
set high on a rough-hewn granite pedestal, pointed to 
the crepuscular city his genius had created. 

Peter may well be proud of Petersburg. Broa‘ 
streets, broad avenues, and splendid squares cover thc 
island city that bears his name. His architects came 
nerth with the plans of the great Italian palaces and 
laid out something similar and yet dissimilar to the 
Ufizzi or the Barberini Palace. In Italy such buildings 
match the soi: 
them; here they are modern, a trifle florid and’ touched 
with the ambiguity of a pseudo Munk bh 
is something like Petersburg. Greek and Italian arcti 
tecture “made in Germany” fills the Bavarian capital. 
Here, “made in Russia” might be stamped on the 
Winter Palace and other great ee: that are a 
trifle more Italian than the Ltalians. 

The Making of Petersburg. ; 

But nature has dane far more for Petersburg than 
the imported architect. The sun shines every day in 
a sky of palest blue, the clear air is bright with a 
blonde sumigeht, and the frosted lagoons and cana!s 
give space and a background to the humblest pictire. 
All the open spaces are white with snow; little woods 
full.of silver birch crop up in unexpected places. Gray 
crows get a chilly livelihood in these spots. 

Outside the center of the town are old houses that 
must have been built when the city was first founded. 
These are of wood, and very humble they look besid 
the great stone tenement houses that are replacing them. 
And yet these old wooden houses seem typically Rus- 
sian—plain and simple, and full of- modest comfor: 
One likes them; they are so un-Europeanized, so native 
to this half-barbaric country. They could occgr no- 
where but in Russia. The Sadowa is also Rusdian, a 
broad street full of shops that are semi-oriental, anil 
where no bargain is concluded without chaffering and 
abuse and a reduction of 30 to 4) per cent. of the price 
demanded. 

And the people who crowd this spacious and bea.- 
tiful city? They are various as the Englishmen of 
Shakespeare's day. Every other man has his distinctive 
costume. Even the schoolboys are in uniform, and the 
students of all the colleges have each the badees and 
clothes of their science, art or profession. Doctors wea: 
the uniform of their order, cabmen of theirs, and so 


on, tiH you know at a glance whether a man be sol- 


dier, sailor, doorkeeper, dvornik, policeman, gendarme. 
or even tramp or peasant. The military uniforms are 
a queer blend of East and West. The Cossack wears 
his shaggy head-dress of goat's-hair, his swore hangs 
from his shoulder, or, again, you see officers whose 
trousers are tucked into their topboots and whose tu- 
nic is a modification of the well-known Russian blouse. 
All and each of these gentry strike an unaccustomed 
note of color or of type as they jostle one another on 
the Nevski, that crowded boulevard which pierces the 
heart of Petersburg and leads down to the Neva. 


The Man in the Street. 


God's creatur He serves yqu in shops, he drives 
your cab, he takes your coat and goloshes when you 
enter a house.

For instance, a servant here came to me with the

Now, these maneuvers are quite simple, and I only 
trust that the Russian strategists in the Far East are 
possessed of a greater subtlety. 


A Simple, Honest Creature. 


But, as. a general rule, ‘the Russian is the simplest 
creature in the world, and one of the most honest. 
Providence seems to ve his father and his mother; 
heaven is “saving up” for him all the while, and ad- 
vancement, material or social, is a matter with which 
he has no concern. 

It is the simplest man who is most easily roused ta _ 
fury. He is an easy prey, and the demagogue or the 
quack may do what they like with him. But if we in 
England regard the Russian people as a cruel and per- 
fidious race, let me at once say that the exact opposite 
is the case, and that till you have aroused the moujik’s 
indignation by some great act of injustice or dishonesty, 
you will find no more peaceful and likeable creature ia 
the world. 

Absurd he may be on some counts, as witness this. 
The morning after my arrival, I ordered a cold tub, and 
beyond noticing the chambermaid’s evident reluctance to 
furnish me with one, thought no more of the matter. At 
lunch an American guest told me that the chambermaid 
had informed him of a mad Englishman who had risked 
his life in cold water.

THE FIRST PONY EXPRESS. 
From St. Joe, Missouri, to Sacramento, California, in 


twenty-one days! That sounds archaic, but until the 
spring of 1861 the fastest overland mail had been able 
to do no better. To remedy this intolerable condition, 
Senator Guinn of California proposed his pet scheme 
of the Pony Express. Failing of government support, 
he succeeded in interesting Col. Russell, of the great 
firm of Russell, Majors & Waddell, overland traders and 
government contractors. In the face of certain financial 
loss, these gentlemen determined to do their share to- 
ward welding East and West. To their unselfish patrt- 
otism we owe the existence of the Pony Express. 

The arrangements Were all made and the riders were 
ready to mount by noon of April 3, 1860. The people of 
Sacramento rang bells and fired a salute as Harry Roff 
galloped away with the precious maj! on the road to 
Placerville. Here “Boston” Smith took up the burden. 
And so on. The mail sped eastward under the saddles 
of Sam Hamilton, “Pony Bob” Halsam, Jock Fisher and 
the rest of that brave band. Meanwhile, in far-off St. 
Joe enthusiasts had plucked the last souvenir hair from 
the tail of the fiery pony, and the western mail was 
on its way. 

The first express book ten days; eleven off the record 
at the first clip! Later on, weekly and semi-weekly 
trips of eight and nine days rendered a service almost 
equal to that of the earlier trains. The pony mail that 
carried President Lincoln's first inaugural address took 
just seven days and seventeen hours. The fastest lim- 
ited of today will carry you from Missouri to the Pacifie 
in three and one-half days, which is only a trifle less 
than half the time made by these hardy little ponies.

THE LONG- SUFFERING GUEST. 


Suggestions are frequently made dealing with the 
method whereby hosts and hostesses may make life 
pleasant to the average visitor while under their roof. 
But the discomfort and worry to which the guests, 
male and female, are subjected at the hands of servants 
is never mentioned. 

From the moment the guest (those who bring their 
own maid or valet being, of course, exempt from the 
state of things now to be described,) arrives, the house- 
maid in the case of ladies and the footman in that of 
gentlemen, consider it their province thoroughly to 
overhaul everything they bring with them. So any 
trunk or bag which is not securely locked is at once 
“turned out” and the contents distributed haphazard 
througa the wardrobes and drawers, thereby entailing a 
long and wearisome search on the part of the owner, 
who, having packed the things as they were likely to be 
required, could have laid his (or her) hand upon them at 
once had they only been left alone. 

Any servant who is expected to attend on _ visitors 
should be told by his employer as an‘aninfringeable rule 
that he is never to open any box or bag belonging to a 
guest without first inquiring whether the latter wishes 
him to do so. And it should also be strictly laid down 
that any opening of drawers and wardrobes ‘in a visit- 
or’s rooms is an impertinence, and must on no account 
be indulged in unless by special request.—[London Out- 
look.

° LOW THE CRUISER ASAMA SANK THE 
VARIAG AND THE KORIETZ. 


Fr-m th: London Mail. 


HEMULPO, Feb 10.—We were lying in ihis har- 

bor on Monday, February 8, the American Vicks- 

burg, the British cruiser, Talbot, the French cruiser 
Pascal, the Italian Elba, with the Russian ships Variag 
and Korietz. There had been no declaration of war, bu: 
we knew that negotiations had been breken off. 

Suddenly, at 4:20 p.m., a Japanese squadron hove in 
sight, steaming up the long, narrow channel which leads 
to the port. It consisted of the armored cruiser Asama, 
the protected cruiser Takachiho, with Rear-Admiral 
Uriu's flag, Chiyoda, Naniwa, Niitaka, and Miyako, with 
two destroyers, eight torpedo boats, and three transports 
—the Tairen Maru, Otaru Maru, and Heigo Maru. The 
transports entered the roadstead and anchored there 
with the Chiyoda, Niitaka, Miyako, and -four torpe(io 
boats; the rest of the squadron took up a position west 
of the island of Yodolmi. 

We afterwards learned from Russian officers that the 
gunboat Korieiz, which had_left the anchorage on the 
afternoon of that eventful Monday had encountered the 
Japanese fleet just entering the estuary, and that by ar- 
cident or design, the Korietz had fired one shot. There- 
upon three torpedoes were discharged at her by the 
Japanese; one passed right under her, and was felt by 
those on board to touch her, though it did not explode. 
The other two missed. She then turned and ran back 
to the Variag, whereupon the Japanese entered th> 
roads. 

At 7 a.m. of Tuesday, the 9th, the captain of the 
Chiyoda sent an ultimatum to the captain of the Variag. 
and forwarded a copy of it to every warship in the har- 
bor. It was conceived in the following terms: “A siate 
of war existing between Japan and Russia, the Russian 
ships Variag and Korietz must quit the port of Che- 
mulpo by noon of the Sth.” 


Ready for Action. 


Prolonged debates between the captains of the men- 
of-war followed, at which the Vicksburg’s captain was 
not present. The Russian captains demanded that the 
neutral warships should escort them out to the open sea. 
on the ground that Chemulpo had been declared a neu- 
tral port. 

A boat with a British officer went off to the Japanese 
flagship Takachiho. While*this was happening the Rus- 
sians threw all woodwork and lumber overboard and got 
ready for action. At 11:30 they had completed their 

battle toilet, and steamed out to sea with their bands 
playing the Russian national anthem. , 

As they passed, the crews of all the other warship; | 
were fallen in on deck and cheered them to the echo. 
Truth to tell, we all knew that but one fate awaited 
them, and that both must go to the bottom that day. 

Twenty minutes later, when the Russian ships were 
about four miles from H. M. 8S. Talbot, the Asgma 
opened fire. The range was 8000 yards; she used her 
8-inch guns. For about five minutes she fired slowly a! 
the Variag without making a hit: some of her shots 
splashed into the water 500 yards and even farther off 
the Russian ship. 

At this point, just before noon, the Russians began to 
reply, and as they opened fire, all the other Japanesc 
ships joined in. Just after noon, the cannonade became 
fast and furious. I could see in succession five shells 
strike the Variag in a blaze of fire and shroud of smoke. 
The Korietz received littie or no attention from the 
Japanese; she used her old 8-inch guns alternately. 


Japanese Marksmanship. 

At 12:15 the Variag looked to be just abreast of Yo- 
dolmi Island when the Japanese got her range better. 
At this instant a shell struck the foot of her mainmas!t ' 


and exploded the ammunition § colleeted for her after} 


guns. 

A sheet of flame shot into the air as high as her fight- 

ing top; it was plainly visible to me without glasses. 
The next shell demolished Wer forebridge, and we cou'd 
see that the débris had been set on fire.* Through 
glasses the figures of the Russians working frantically 
to put the fires out could be just made out.. The guns 
seemed to be abandoned; for five minutes they made 
no reply to the Japanese while the fire was being 20° 
under control... The Korietz fired all the time, but was 
-not struck by the Japanese. 

At 12:45, amid breathless excitement, the Variag and 
Korietz were seen to describe a half-circle and to he 
steaming back to port. The Variag was a complete 
wreck above water, but she still exchanged shots with 
the Japanese. She had a heavy list to pori, and she an- 

_ chored only 300 yards off the Talbot—too close, it was 
clear, for the latter's comfort. 

The Japanese did not follow the Russians at once. 
Some time later the Miyako and a destroyer came to 
within three miles and watched what was hanpening, 
but then retired. All the foreign warships sent boats 
with surgeons to the Variag, and the men-of-war boats 
were ordered to take off her crew, as the captain an- 
nounced his intention of scuttling her. 

The fire aft was burning while the wounded were ta- 
ken off. The casualties on board were heavy. Forty- 
one officers and men were killed, eight more were so 


wounded that they dhed within forty-eight hours, sixty- | 


four were severely. wounded, and a very large number 
were slightly wounded. None of the engine-room or 
stokehold complement suffered any injury. 

All the men in her fighting tops were either killed or 
wounded by shrapnel bursting over the ship. 


Effects of the Battle.

An 8-inch shell perforated the port side between the 
first 6-inch gun and the next 12-pounder, and did terrible 
damage amidships. Another shell, about six inches 
in caliber, wrecked the third funnel, but the funnel did 
not fall. A second 6-inch shell entered two feet above 
the water line, inst abaft the aftermost port 6-inch gun, 
and inflicted serious injury. x : 

Both bridges were wrecked by shrapnel: a shfapnei 
burst over the quarter deck, killing or wounding every 
man at the after guns. . 

The guns were not fitted with telescopic sights, and 
if the Russian sbips elsewhere are in the same plight 
they will not be able to hit the Japanese, who claim at 
Chemulpo to have suffered no loss. 

The coolness and discipline shown by the whole ship's 
company when embarking in the boats to abandon the 
ship were magnificent, and attracted universal admira- 
tion. It was almost impossible to believe that these 
men only a few minutes before had been in an inferno 
of \shell fire. | 

The wounded bore their sufferings both in the boats 
and@gon the operating tables with a heroism that can 
never have been surpassed. 

As the battle opened, the Talbot’s boat was on its 
way back from the Takachiho, and had a lively experi- 
ence, the shells splashing into the water al! around it.

DAYs A*¥ A COUNTRY MAGISTRATE.

LONDON, March 26.—In the evening of his life, and 
in one of the most beautiful homes in England, W. 8. 
Gilbert has become the sort of character that he would 
have put on the stage, had he thought of it, in his earlier 


years. The greatest librettist of the age Is today a 
typical country squire. For many years he has lived 


| at Grim’s Dyke, Harrow Weald, and there, surrounded 


by such scenes of sylvan simplicity that it is next to 
impossible to realize that the lights and noise and 
effervescent activity of London are only fifteen miles 
distant, Mr. Gilbert has become a magistrate. 


He is the regular attendant ai the sittings of the Edge- 
ware Bench, and his seniority amonc his coleagues has 
placed him in the chair. His word is absolute law, his 
slightest wish is echoed by quickly responstve activity 
on the part of all the sheriffs and bailiffs, and other 
court functionaries: and even his own famous “Pooh 
Bah" was a person of no more importance or had greater 
responsibility in his own little sphere of Influence. 

Mr. Gilbert takes his judicial duties seriously. He is 
never late in reaching the court, never leaving the 
bench until every case on the charge sheet is disposed 
of satisfaetorily—satisfactorily, that is, to all save the 
worst offenders in the dock—and the author of a million 
dainty lines that will ever trip lightly to the music 
of Sir Arthur Sullivan's wondrous genius is as dignified 
a Justice of the Peace as the whole world knows. 

He doesn't keep his own records—a bristling-haired 
clerk does that—but he never leaves the bench bereft 
of reminiscences of the cases which have come before 
him. On his blotting pad, on the margins of newspapers, 
on stray scraps of paper within his reach, Mr. Gilbert 
is wont to draw pictures of the faces he sees in court.

O living ruler of any nation in the world takes 

deeper interest in his soldiery, manifests greater 

anxiety for their welfare and excites feelings of 
deep patriotism among them than Nicholas H, Czar of 
Not even the President of the Unite: 
Siates can compar® with him, in sending so many rep- 
pesentatives of his household to the front in time of 
war. 
The Czar by his presence awakens patriotism among 
his soldiers by continuously moving among them. Since 
the present war began, more than ever before, has ne 
been seen among his people, in this way arousing then 
to loyalty. 

When any large body of troops are starting to the 
front, the Czar ‘nvariably reviews them with much mili- 
tary pomp and splendor, and very frequently accompa- 
nies the soldiers to the station to cheer them on their 
way. The soldiers have the greatest respect for him, 
and appreciate his deep interest in their movements. 

The Emperor has placed much reliance on the wori: 
of his Cossack troops in the present war, and has gone 


out of his way more than once since the struggle in the 


Japan can bring against him, unless it be in very pre- 
ponderating force—a very unlikely contingency, al! 
things considered. The Japanese soldier is—so far asa 
contempt for death is concerned —a rare plucked man, 
and, though many possess soldierly qualities of a very

dier 

The Russian Empire unquestionably possesses the bic- 
fest fighting machine in the world in the shape of its 
army and navy, but there is no other military force of 
which the world knows so little. 

Even Ahe numerical strength of the army is largely a 
matter of conjecture. As nearly as can be reckoned, the 
force available for carrying on the earlier stages of a 
War amounts to nearly 3,100,000. But in case of national 
emergency this force could be swelled to about 7.500.00% 
fighting men by the calling out of the territorial reserve 
and the opoltschenie, or militia. 

This vast army is more than twice as large as the 
population of New York City, more than twice as laree 
as the German army, which, when mobilized, is estij- 
mated to have a total of 3,036,000 trained men. Undeét 
ihe order of October 24, 1902, the strength of the United 
States Army was fixed at 107,855 men—less than one- 
seventieth of that of the Russian. 

But Russia does not depend upon this immense army 
alone. She has one of the biggest navies in the world, 
or, rather, three distinct navies, each with its separate 
organization and separate base. One is in the Pacific, 
a second in the Baltic, and a third in the Black Sea. In

No patriotic Russian soldier can fail to 
Sppreciate the signal favor of being led to action, so to 
tpeak, by the ruler of the nation, and this acts as an in- 
centive to them to struggle and fight desperately to 
tain victory. 

Viguring largely in the present war will be the Grand 

Duke Michael, successor to the throne of Russia, who 
is prepared at a moment's notice to go to the front, ac- 
companied by his royal suite. He commands the Impe- 
‘rial Lancers and hopes to be able to engage in the pres- 
ent conflict before the close of the war. 

Another member of the imperial family who is likely 
te give a good account of himself in the present war is 
the Grand Duke Viadimir, General-in-Chief of the Rus- 
sian Army, the officers of his staff embracing the flower 
of the nobility. He is an uncle to the Czar. He was 
born April. 10, 1847, and married Princess Parleona, of 
Mechienberg-Schwerin. 

Grand Duke Dimitri, the :tallest officer in the Reunion 
Army, standing six feet seven inches-in height, is a 
cousin of the Czar and was born June 1, 1860. He is a 
fon of the late Grand Duke Constantine, brother of Em- 
peror Alexander Ii, who is grandfather of the present 
Czar. He is one of the most popular men in the Russian 
Army, being genecraliy known as a “good fellow.” He

The Russian soldier is a man peculiarly hardy 
physique, and can dispense with much that men of a 
More advanced type consider necessaries of life. In the 
possession of this last most useful quality in a soldier the 
Russian is immeasurably superior to the Japanese, and,

& far as intelligence and dash are concerned, the Japa- 
Bese is-his superior, but not so in stubbornness of pur- 
pose or those striking qualities that—among many oth- 
distinguish a country-born soldier from a town- 
Med one, and very much to the advantage of the first.

Me behind ii, the Russian is only too likely to prove 


@@ething more than a match for the very best troops 


many respects the Russian army and navy differ ma- 
terially from the forces of other powers and some of the 
points of difference are decidedly interesting. 

Secrecy is the keynote of the administration of both 
services. The secrets of both the army and the nav; 
are most carefully concealed, and so are many things not 
usually hidden. 

Even cases of individual heroism are. con- 
cealed, except in time of war. The theory of the ser- 
vice is that every man is equal in all respects to his 
comrade of the same rank. He is as brave, as efificier:', 
and as loyal. It is considered bad for the service to al- 
low. the limelight to fall upon particular men, however 
heroically they may have acted. And it is considered 
to be bad for the inen,

Enperiments 
of the sort in big eastern cities have greatly changed 
the aspect of the town by cleaning up the alleys, and 
introducing a spirit of improvement even amoig the 
very poorest classes, that resulted not only in cléanli- 
ness, but in the beautifying of the ugliest places in the 
heart of the slums.

The best way ‘o organize improvement clubs in the in- 
corporated town or larger city is: as has been done In 
San Diego, by districting the city. In this way “neigh-— 
borhood pride” is aroused, and in a spirit of emula- 
tion toward the common goal greater strides can be 
made in actual work. | 

San Diego is a city of 20,00. and it has seven im- 
provement clubs, which torm a_ federation fer the good 
oft the city. These clubs were organized about ten 
months since, and their names as a rule are indicative 
of that portion of the city which they aim to improve. 
The president and secretary of each club are members 
of a committee which forms the central federation, 
which, in turn, has its officers. 

A report from one of the clubs published recently in a 
local paper is indicative of the work undertaken. This 
club reported from one of the residence districts that it 
had 160 members: that its revenue trom dues amounted 
to about $25 a month;-that this had been supplemented 
io some extent by owners of property which had been 
put in order; and who were very willing to pay the 
slight expense that had been incurred in such improve- 
ment. For four weeks prior to the report a man had 
been employed to clean up principal streets in the dts- 
trict, removing weeds and rubbish from vacant lots, 
‘sidewalks and gutters. Another club in an outlying dis- 
trict has found that matters of street-grading and side- 
walk-building could be carried to a successful issue 
through the instrumentality of the elub.

If there is a legitimate eng 
cism upon the charm of this Land of Sunshine, t® 
that in losing the changes in nature, that come with the 
marked change of seasons, we lose a certain very de 
tinct charm brought on by contrast. The rosy-tigna 
cloud at sunset is the more beautiful. because of i 
contrast made in the mental vision as it rests ageing

The poplars, the sycamores, the many fine willows & 
elms, alders, and the “box-elder maple’> are all trem 
that are worthy of consideration in planting in Southen 
California; are rapid growers and easily propagated.

The custom of hanging May baskets on the doors of 
one’s friends is justly popular here in Califcrnia, where 
May is so truly the month of flowers; and there is no 
pleasanter way of spending a Saturday afternoon than 
in making charming little flower receptacles for this 
purpose. 

A simple, yet very pretty basket, can be made of tissue 
paper, by using a pasteboard box, either round or square 
for the foundation, a narrow strip of bristol board firmly 


| sewed in place serving for a handle. “¢ 


Around the top of the box paste a full ruffle of white 
crepe paper about two inches wide” Cover the 
box neatly with colored crepe paper in some del- 
icate 


shade, letting it come up even. with the 
top of the ruffle, wind the handle with paper to 
match the outside of the basket, and line with 


a piece of white crepe. When the paste, which should 
always be library paste, is thoroughly dry, the ruffles 
should be pulled apart and fluted with the fingers, to give 
a fluffy, flower-like effect; and a bunch of tissue-paper 
flowers may be tied to the top of the handle. Very 
pretty flowers for this purpose can be made by cutting 
& narrow strip of tissue paper two or three inches long. 
notching one edge to represent petals, and rolling the 
uncut edge between thumb and finger until it becomes a 
compact tittle point, to which is pasted a long stem 
made of a narrow strip of green tissue paper rolled be- 


like. | 

French tissue paper crinkled by hand makes much 
daintier baskets than the crepe, and is also less expen- 
sive. The method of preparing this paper is very simple 

Cut the sheet in half, that it may be more easily han- 
dled, then fold like a fan, with the folds running length- 
wise of the sheet, and draw through the lightly-closed 
hand several times to set the folds. Smooth out the 
paper, refold and repeat the process until the sheet is 
finely and evenly crinkled all over. The basket is then 
‘covered in exactly the same way as when the crepe pa- 
per is used. 

Cornucopias made of bristol board or water-color pa- 
per, laced up with bebé ribbon and decorated with gilt, 
also make very pretty May baskets, and a Japanese nap- 
kin shirred on to a hoop of featherbone is charming. 

To make this, run a tuck in fhe napkin about three 
inches from the edge, slip into this tuck a piece of 
featherbone, and sew the ends together, making a hoop 
of the desired size. A ribbon handle, ending in trim 
litfle bows that are sewed to the hoop, complete the gift,

BALLOON BALL. 

An out-door sport most popular among the girls of 
Pasadena this season is balloon ball, a Swedish game 
but lately-introduced into this country. It is played with 
two‘ goals, each made in the form of a gate and placed 
about eighty feet apart. The court is divided in the 
center with a chalk line, and the ball used is the same as 
in basket ball. ae 

Ballcon ball requires far less exertion than most out- 
door sports-and can be played without fatigue py the 
mest delicate girl wko is not an actual invalid. 

The advances are made by a series of jumps instead of 
the wild rush seen on the basket-ball fleld and as the 
players are stationed at different points on the court and 
guard only a small space around their position, there 
is no pushing or jostling to exhaust the player.

In each team there is a captain, who protects a space 
three feet wide_along the center line, and a guard, called 
the “post,” who stands inside the arch of the gate and 
Strives to prevent the ball hitting the goal, which would 
score a point for the opposite side.

‘WheneVer the ball touches the ground, it counts ‘as a 
foul against the side to which it was thrown, and the, 
opponents move up. Soon the players are crowded at 
one end of the field or the other; the advancing team 
making a final effort to hit the goal while the besieged 
strive valiantly to force a foul and thus drive the enemy 
back across the line where scoring will be more diffi- 
cult. 


To force a foul is not easy in such close quarters, as 
the ball must be thrown toward one of the opponents, 
and the low ball which is so successful at lohg range is 
here impossible. 

A ball thrown as close to the ground as it can be 
without actually touching usually canses the side to ad- 
vance, and is therefore the throw most assiduously prac- 
ticed by balloon-bali enthusiasts. 

As in basket-ball, the game lasts thirty minutes, and is 
divided into twe divisions with an intermission of five 
minutes for rest between.

Water should be used freely and a covering of mulch 
supplied. After the plants have grown a year or so 
the roots are lifted and the ground thoroughly culti- 
vated. In this rejuvenated soil trees may be planted 

and thrive exceptionally well. It is a new idea.

Scutellista Progressing. 


LTHOUGH the new African parasite of the black 

scale seems to have been hibernating during the 
months of January, February .and March, good reports 
continue to come in concerning the work of the scutel- 
lista. In a half-dozen orchards, two of which are at 
Duarte, the owners report that the parasite has oblit- 
erated the scale. In one of them I found every scale 
parasitized. Several olive orchards have been cleaned 
up and a general confidence prevails rezarding the final 
success of the pew ily.

Breeding out has been slow since 
last fall. But millions of the flies have wintered over 
all right and are now coming out to reinfect the scale.

HAVE been presented with another lot of oranges 

from Brazil over the same route taken by the priginal 
Washington navel. About four or five years ago a new 
lot of scions were sent from Bahai to Washington City, 
then propagated as were the original, then. sent to 
Riverside, and from there to Azusa, where the trees are 
bearing their second crop. The fruit is good, typical as 
that of the pioneer trees, and differing little from the 
original navels. From this second sending we must 
concludé that superior oranges are growing in the wilds 
of Brazil, and that the Riverside fruit of twenty-five 
years ago was not from a lone sport. The conditions 
that made one seedless orange tree in South America 
may prevail with many trees, and it is possible that a 
iruit yet superior to our present Washington navel may 
be hidden away somewhere awaiting its fortunate dis- 
coverer. | 


A Miner's Inch. 


} N ANSWER to a query to this department from one 
ell must he a newcomer, I give the measurements of 
Depth of orifice.one 
inch. width one inch, thickness of board one inch, pres- 
sure above the center of the opening four and one-half 
inches. From this orifice will flow in one minute 1.394 
cubic feet of water—a fraction over one and one-third 
cubie feet. As to the pressure of water in pipes, it Is 
too complteated for explanation here, but the weight 
oL water and the resistent powers of pressure pipes can 
be determined by a hydraulic engineer from data sup- 
plied. In pumping water the air Can assist only to the 
amount of its weight, nearly fifteen pounds to the square 
inch at sea level. A column of air oné inch square, full 
height (as far as the atmosphere reaches skyward) 
weighs 14.73 pounds; a column of mercury one inch 
square, thirty inches high, of fresh water 33.95 feet high, 

and of sea water 33.05 feet high, each weigh the same as 
the-column of air—14.73 pounds.

I hope the next Legislature will provide sup- 
port for these emergencies at its next session to 
be used by the university for field investigation. It is 
educative and at the same time may save the farmers 
many fold what it costs through the appropriation.

The rural free delivery 
system is very helpful in distribution of forecasts at all 
points where carriers start on their routes not cartier 
than 10 a. m.; but the telephone lines will ultimately 
supplant all the more cumbersome methods of dissem- 
ination among the farmers. lowa farmers are mani- 
festing a deeper interest in the work of the Weather 
Bureau, and giving less heed to old-folk signs, proverbs, 
weather almanacs, long-range prophets and moonshine.

Developing Philippine Agriculture. 

HE Department of Agriculture appears to be thor- 

oughly in earnest in developing and handling the 
resources of the Philippines. Prof. F. Lamson-Scribner 
entered upon the work of organizing the bureau about 
two years ago, and this is now upon a substantial work- 
ing basis, with a central office and cxperiment station 
at Manila, and six other stations at various points in 
the islands. Nearly 22,000 packages of seeds have been 
distributed, including 157 varieties of American-grown 
field and garden seeds. It has been demonstrated, say% 
the experiment station record for March, 1904, that many 
garden. vegetables of American origin may be grown to 
perfection in the island. A variety of the mest modern 
agricultural implements and farm machinery have been 
introduced by the bureau and put in use, and it is re- 
ported that the natives take readily to these. 

The prospects for stock-raising as a lucrative industry 
in the islands are believed to be good. The industry at 
present is at a low ebb, and there are heavy losses from 
disease. Nowhere in the Philippines is any attempt 
made to produce hay, although it is believed that hay 
farms would prove profitable. Some varieties of Indian 
corn have been grown in the islands for many years, but 
little attention is paid to culture and care. The con- 
sumption of rice is estimated at approximately 5000 tons 
a: day, or far in excess of the amount produced in the 
islands.—[{Orange Judd Farmer. 


What Farmers Need Most. 


have as good education as our public schools can give 
as a foundation for the special knowledge of the dif- 
ferent branches of farming which he pursues. The 
farmer needs to read and study more than he does. It is 
not uncommon to hear farmers so discuss matters per- 
taining to their husbandry that it is clearly evident that 
they are uninformed abcut things which they should 
understand in order to get the best returns for money 
and labor expended 
In the United States there is no excuse for farmers to 
be without considerable knowledge of farming in its dif- 
ferent branches. Our Federal government does a great 
amount of investigation, the result of which is given 
gratis to everyone. The different States have agricul- 
tural colleges and experiment stations, where investiga- 
tions and experiments are constantly carried on, and 
in different ways do those institutions seek to interest 
the farmers in their work that they may learn the truths 
which science has revealed The farmer must be able 
to see which crops will, as a rule, be most beneficial for 
him to raise. He must understand what different crops 
in order to yield the most, and he should know 
how to so work his land that it gradually will come to he 
in the best condition, and he needs to understand how to 
maintain it“’so. The farmer also needs to know how 
to feed and care for his animals; know the value of 
the different feeds he uses and their effects on the dif- 
ferent animals in the different stages of their lives, so 
as to get the best returns for what he expends. Know- 
ing these things, it will not be difficult to produce in 
abundance. ‘There need not be such a thing as an aban- 
doned farm because it is exhausted. 
The farmer also needs to know how to market his prod- 
uce: Having acquired knowledge and worked dili- 
gently and produced in abundance, the farmer stil! | 
stands helpless: he cannot market his produce at any 
time, when the markets happen to be the best the roads 
are often impassable. One of the greatest needs of the 
farmer is good roads. The loss to the nation from hav- 
ing bad roads 1s incomputable. Good roads benefit 
every class of people, direetly or indirectly. We are 
wealthy enough to build good roads; the farmer alone 
should not build them. 
With better knowledge of farming and with good 
roads we would have a far better country than we have. 
Our pecuniary circumstances would be greatly improved. 
There would be greater sociability and more content - 
ment among the farmers, less congestion in the cities 
and higher intellects; this would very materially help 
to guide the nation safely through political campaigns. 


Let us acquire knowledge and work faithfully. With 
good roads, productive soil and abundant resources we 
can prosper as no other nation on earth.—[Tribune

Plant seed in hills 6x6 feet, about ten being ,wsed for 
each hill. A little compost mixed in the hill will be 
beneficial. Cover seed with about one inch of soil and 
pack down by striking with flat surface of a hoe. As 
soon as the young plants appear begin cultivating both 
ways, so as to keep the ground well stirred and free of 
weeds. 

Picking begins when the first cucumbers are 1% to 2 
inches long. If the weather is warm and moist, young 
cucumbers set aml develop very rapidly, often making it 
necessary to go over the field every day. It is not pos- 
sible to pick all the cucumbers when small, so that the 
output is divided into two classes; those under 4 inches 
‘in length, and those over 4 inches. Last year the price 
for the small cucumbers was from 40 to 50 cents a 
bushel, and 15 cents for all the large.

When they 
have been in the brine long enough, thoy are carefully 
graded, the smaller ones going to bottling works, and 
the larger to packing concerns, where they are put up 
in kegs and barrels.—[Exchange. 


THE RUSSIAN FINANCE MINISTER. 

In the course of the last few months the Russian 
Ministry of Finance has seen no fewer than three chiefs, 
M. de Witte had to give way to M. Pleske, and now M. 
‘| Pleske has been followed by M. Kokovzoff. The new 
Minister, whose Christian names are Vladimir Nicolaie- 
vitch, belongs by birth to the Russian nobility. He was 
educated at the Imperial Alexander Lyceum, and after 
taking his degree entered the Ministry of Justice. Here 
he filled in succession the posts of Secretary of the Sta- 
tistical and Criminal Sections. In 1873 he was sent 
abroad to study foreign prison systems. On his return 
he entered the Ministry of the Interior and was ap- 
pointed a Chief Inspector in the Central Prison Depart- 
ment. Here he remained eight years. He did excellent 
work in reforming the Russian prison system, and 
especially in connection with the Imperial Committee 
formed to build a new and model prison in St. Peters- 
burg. At the same time he prepared a new edition of the 
“Statutes relating to convicts and prisoners” In 1894 
he was appointed assistant to the Imperial Seerctary of 
the Council of State and President of the Economic 
Committee of the Imperial Chancery. Four years later 
he became Secretary of State tn the Department of 
State Economy, and in 1895 he was appointed assistant 
to the Imperial Secretary. A year later he was trans- 
ferred with the same rank to the Ministry of Finance. 
Here he distinguished himself as one of the ablest col- 
leagues of M. de Witte. It was he who undertook, on 
behalf of his chief, the far-reaching inquiries into the 
agricultural needs of the Central Provinces which gave 
rise to so much hope in Russia about a year ago.—[Lone 
don Daily Graphic. 7

. Rubber from Roots. 


ENTION has been made in this department of an 

important discovery said to have been made in Ari- 
zona, namely, that rubber can be manufactured from the 
roots of the common “rabbit weed” brush, found ex- 
tensively throughout Arizona and the arid West. The 
Tombstone Prospector says: 

“Experiments have proven that the weed produces a 
good quality of rubber. A factory in Dayton, O., has 
just turned out several articles made from the juice 
of the plant, coasisting of rubber erasers, shoe heels, 
horseshoe pads, plastic bandages, flesh brushes, and 
various other articles. The Dayton company has or- 
dered 1000 pounds more of the gum, paying 8) cents per 

pound. This seems to be the final test, and there is 
every reason to believe that it .is destined to become 
oné of the most important industries of the West. The 
corditions under which the plant grows dre such that 


it can be cultivated over a large area with little trouble 


or expense, and the returns are surely to be highly 
profitable. 

“The Prospector would suggest that the experimental 
station of the University of Arizona take up investiga- 
tion of the Arizona plant.” 


Cane Sugar the Colorado Valley. 


HE Imperial Pres& publishes the following: : 

“The most important test of cane sugar in the valley 
is to be made by F. H. Stanley on his farm just west of 
Brawley. There have been three or four small tests of 
ribbon cane in the valley, and they all seemed to indicate 
good prospect for making.a success of the cane-sugar 
industry in the valley, though each test was on a very 
small scale. Some time since, however, Brawley was 
visited by J. K. Loyd of Texas, who has had consider- 
able experience with sugar cane in that State, and -hw 
made up his mind that this is a cane-sugar country. 
Now he has forwarded 290 stalks to “Mr. Stanley for 
planting, and they will be given the best of care. if 
they thrive to the degree expected, Mr. Loy will next 
fall bring in a carload of cuttings and engage in the 
cane-sugar industry. He says that in Texas his brother 
is extensively engaged in growing cane, getting a rev- 
enue of from $200 to $200 a year, and he expects fully 
as good results here. . 

“Mr. Stanley is also experimenting with a number of 
other cultures, among them being Zante currants, from 
which he expects good results.” 


Not Much of a Droucht. 


ANY sections would be glad to be as short of water 

as the Imperial Valley, on the Colorado Desert. The 
Imperial Press says: “While there is considerable talk 
about the shortage of water in this valley during the 
last few weeks, owing to the incomplete irrigation 
system, it is notable that last week one of the Colorado 
River steamers went several miles down the main canal 
to deliver freight... There was enough water to float a 
‘steamer coming to Imperial Valley, even though some 
less than was needed for 70,000 acres of grain.” 


Arizona Olives. 


THE Phoenix Enterprise recently pubjished the follow- 


ing: “L. W. Perkins, president of the Pérkins Olive 
Oil Company of Phoenix, was in Tempe today. Manv 
of our readers, perhaps, are not aware that the manu- 
facture of olive oil has become one of the leading indus- 
tries of this valley and will continue to grow from year 
to year. About four years ago Mr. Perkins first com- 
menced to manufacture oil from our home-grown olives, 
disposing of his product among private families in 
Phoenix. It was found to be of such superior quality 
- that the demand for it was soon greater than the lim- 
ited facilities used for its manufacture could supply, so 
a company was formed and the oil was made on a 
larger scale, and it was placed on sale in grocery and 
drug stores, and the demand for it has been steadily 
increasing. This oi! is now being handled by most of 
our local dealers. Last season thirty-five tons of Salt 
River Valley olives were made into oil and Mr. Perkins 
says that this season his company will be able to 
handle all the olives grown in the valley.” ©

[Note by the editor: Prof. Warman is quite right 
‘in emphasizing the fact that people should eat what- 
ever wicy find to agree with them.

Con- 
Siantly brooding over the food that is eaten, and the 
operations of the stomach, is a bad taing, and likely 
to result in chronic dyspepsia. 9 

The editor differs from Prof. Warman in regard to 
the time of taking the two meals. He believes—and 
his experience upholds him in this belief—that it is 
better to omit the first meal of the day, taking that 
as they do in Continental Europe—with exception of 
a cup of milk coffee and a roll on rising—at about 11 
oclock cr at noon. This is based on Dr. Dewey's 
theory that food only restores waste—that lost strength 
is only restored by sleep. Consequently, a hearty 
meal is less necessary on arising in the morning, and 
mcst necessary in the evening. Moreover, it is a fact 
that in the case of many people who live sedentary 
lives, take little exercise, and are largely indoors, the 


s.cmach is in the morning usually coated with mucus; 


0 that food which is shoveled into it cannot possibly 
be operated on properly by the digestive organs. 
Therefore, the editor believes it is far better to begin 
the day with a glass of hot water, containing a few 
drops of lemon juice, when the stomach will be ready 
to handle a good square meal by 11 o'clock or noon. 
However, as the editor has said, I*t each person be 
a judge for himself on this subject. If you awake 
with a good, sound appetite for plain food, eat a lixh! 
Lreakfast about an hour «‘ter rising, but if you feel 
as if you cannot swallow anything unless it is washed 
down with copious draughts of tea or coffee, then 
substitute the hot water, and wait until noon.] 

It is certainly far better to skip the lunch than to 
swallow it in a few minutes, like a boa constrictor, 
as 80 many Americans do. In one Chicago restaurant 
they have added individual telephones to a lunch coun- 
ter, so that a man feed not be away from his busi- 
nese cares for even ten minutes. Contrast this with 
the leisurely manner in which the English business 
man discusses his noon meal, and th2a cease to wonder 
that the United States has such an unenviable notoriety 
as a country where dyspeps-a and nervous diseases 
are the rule, rather than the exception.

Dr. Stall shows that at an age varying according to 
constitutional peculiarities and mode of life—from 45 
to 60 or thereabouts—there occurs in man a change 
similar to that which takes place in a woman, only 
In somewhat modified form. It does not by any 
means follow that the man may be unable to propagate 
his species, but the passions of youth are greatly modi- 
fied. A failure to recognize this fact—and most men 
are very unwilling to look it in the. face—often re- 
sults in great injury to the health.

The Question of Food. 


66) HAT Shall We Eat?” is the title of a small 
volume by Alfred Andrews. It contains a large 
number of tables from United States. government and 
Siate sources, showing the composition of various 
food materials. The book is largely composed of ex- 
tracts from government reports. The author gives 
proper credit to the food value of’ nuts. Nuts con- 
tain nourishment in a clean and concentrated form. 
The reason some people find they do not agree with 
them is because they eat them on top of a full meal. 
When eaten with fruit, as a meal, and thoroughly 
chewed, they form an ideal diet. Nuts also contain a 
large amount of oil. The-author recommends that not 
» more than four or five ounces of nuts should be d¢aten 
daily, as otherwise too much oil will be consumed. 
Attention is also called to the great nutritive value 
of the pulse family—peas, beans and lentils. Atten- 
tion is also called to the superstitious idea that fish 
is specially valuable as a brain food. 

There are several statements in this volume that 
are erroneous. For instance, a statement is published 
from Parkes as to the quantity of food that should 
be consumed daily by a healthy adult man ef average 
height and weight. For one who has a laborious oc- 
eupation from 26.7 to 31 ounces is recommended, and 
for one at rest 16 ounces. This refers to dry food, 
after the water which is contained in all tood has been 
deducted. This water varies from 90 per cent. in cab- 
bages to 95 per cent. in nuts. The amount recom- 
mended is altogether too much—in fact, about twice 
as much as is necessary to maintain a person in good 
health. Twelve ounces of  water-free food, daily, is 
sufficient, and if the food is thoroughly masticated, 
a3 so strongly recommended by Fletcher, stitt less 
would suffice. 

Another statement quoted’is that “a person who has 
a torpid lever should abstain from eating fatty food, 
else trouble will ensue. Also avoid much sweet foods.”

Writing on the subject of a non-flesh diet, the author

In another quotation the author throws discredit 
on whole-meal bread, because the bran is apt to irri- 
tate the stomach, and is thrown out undigested. Per- 
haps it would be a good thing for some stomachs to 
be gently irritated, more frequently. There wouid 
th-~ not be so mucn suffering from constipation. 


Michigan man _ recently sent to the editor of 
Physical Culture a challenge for a strange contest. 
He agreed to fast absolutely for three or four weeks, 
and to allow his opponent the privilege of eating 
white-flour bread, an athletic contest to follow the-fast 
in order to ascertain which is in the best physical 
condition. .He offered at the end of the fast to run 
his competitor a three-mile foot race, or he would 
while fast'ng walk against him in a 500-mile contest. 

A chapter is devoted to the food value of sugar, 
a quo.ation being made from the report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. The old story about the 
healthiness of the West Indian natives, who eat large | 
quantities of sugar cane, is revamped. How many 
times will it be necessary to repeat that cane sugar, 
as found in the natural. state in the cane, and grape 
sugar, as found in fruits and roots, is quite a different 
thing, from a hygienic standpoint, from the manufac- 
tured oxidized sugar of commerce, which the editor 
of this department believes to be unwholesome.

Mind and Body. 


‘RS. M. E. E. writes from San José as follows: 
“We have been much interested in the ‘Care of 
the Body’ department of The Times, and especially in 
Dr. Tyndall's late contributions. am at presen’ 
studying Dr. Dewey’s ‘The Way, the Truth and the 
Life,” 'n which he makes this announcement:

If 
one could realize what the ‘healing process’ is like— 
the modus operandi of its proceedings—have a clear 
mental image of the processes of reconstruction. It 
seems to me such understanding is indispensable, but 
I do not know how to acquire it.

To 
judge from what the correspondent says, Dr. Dewey 
seems to be drifting somewhat into the occult—to be 
in dan~er of somewhat ignoring the importance of the 
body, as well as the mind.

As the editor has frequently observed, if 
these much-dreaded bacteria were only one-hundredth 
part as dangerous as some people have claimed, then 
the whole human race would have been wiped out of 
existence thousands of years ago, for scientists tell us 
that with every breath we inhale a vast number of 
these minute organisms. The fact is, undoubtedly, that 
nature. has provided for this, as for other dangers thal 
threaten life, by furnishing us with an army of friendly 
microbes which make war upon the intruders. When 
the system is run down, by contravention of the lawe 
of nature, then the power of the defending army is 
weakened, the bacteria enemies get the upper hand, 
>and sickness ensues.

In regard to the,cause of sour bread, the author ‘says: 

“Recognizing that the cause of sour bread is due to 
the growth of bacteria, it is not difficult to suggest tho 
proper means of avoiding it. Fresh yeasts only shou! 
be employed. A good quality of flour should be used, 
and the dough should be mixed in clean utensils. After 
mixing, the dough should be placed in a clean dish at a 
proper temperature (75 deg. in summer, 90 deg. in win- 
ter,) so that the bread will rise in about eight bours. 
Dough should never bé allowed to ferment tao long. 
Strict attention to these details will commonly remove 
the trouble.” 


A better plan is to avoid the use of yeast altogether, 
which may easily be arranged. 

In regard to the injurious effects of preservatives in

and end his days in solitude. 

As a matter of fact, this is not at all the kind of per- 
son who seeks the seclusion of one of the many Ro- 
man Catholic orders. Wien a man “takes the habit,” 


Until a quarter-past 9 the monks are free for “reerca- 
tion,” which varies according to the time of year. They 


‘are sometimes admitted to the library, and novels ant 


even hewspapers are permitted. 
Friars are by no means kept im ignorance of the altaits 


| of the outside world, as the Father Guardian keeps 


them informed of everything that is happening. 

Stories of a lively character are exchanged, and it is 
generally known that few people are more adept at the 
art of telling thém than the average monk or priest. 

At a quarter-pasit 9 the ‘great silence bell’ is rung. 
| After this no word may be spoken until after “‘medita- 
tion” next morning. 

A quarter of an hour afterwards the brothers retire 
to bed, but not for the whole night. At half-past 1 in 
the morning they are aroused by a bell, and must get 
up and go to chapel to sing Matins for one hour.

penance. If he is openly defiant, he is expelled from 
the order. 

At other times, ‘the brother might be suddenly called 
up in the middle of the night to perform some fantastic 
task, and it is a test of his obedience as to how he car- 
ries out the order. 
that he is not yet properly seasoned for the Brotherhood. 

At the end of his novitiate, which lasts generally for 
one year and a day, the brother has to renew his vows 
of “poverty, chastity, and obedience’ year by year, and 
he is definitely admitted a member of an order. 

At the same time there is nothing to prevent a monk 
from renouncing his brotherhood should he find the life 
uncongenial. 


Not many monks leave their seclusion, because, after | 
® year or so of it, they find the life far from monoto- | 


nous. Though confined between four walls, there is no 
lack of variety in the day's routine, rigorous as it is. 

_ At half-past 5 (in the order which is particularly re- 
ferred to, the Franciscans) the friars are awakened. 
They sleep in “cells,” which are, however, simply fur- 
nished bedrooms, which the brothers occupy sepafately. 
The “brother porter” knocks at the door, and says the 
Latin words, “Benedicamus Domino” (‘Let us bless the 
Lord,”) to which the brother must reply, “Deo Gratia’’ 
(“Thanks be to God.”) 

In five minutes the brother has donned tis robe, de- 
scended the stone stairs, and gone through the cloisters 
If a brother comes to 
chapel late, he will probably be sentenced to kneel in 
the middie of the choir during the service, with arms 
outstretched. Brothers enter the chapel in twos, and, 
when inside, bow to each other, and retire to different 
sides of the aisle. 

After the psaim there is one hour's meditation in thie 
chapel, after which mass is sung. 

Breakfast takes place at half-past 7, consisting of a 
bowl of coffee and dry bread. This is eaten standing. 
Silence is commanded always in the refectory. 

After breakfast the brothers retire to their various 
cuties. Some wiil go to the garden, others to the 
kitchen or household work. 

At a quarter past 11 work is stopped, and another ser- 
vice takes place in chapel. 

After that, dinner, at half-past 11, which consists of 
soup, meat, and cheese. Beer is not forbidden id all the 
orders, and is brewed by the friars. | 

After dinner an hour and a half is allowed for recrea- 
tion. Brothers play in the same fashion as schoolboys. 
Even “touch” and marbles are indulged in, while cricket 
is common. 

The recreation over, the brothers retire to a siesta in 

their rooms for half an hour. Then another service 
takes place until 5 o'clock, when work is resumed. At 
half-past 4 tea, consisting of bread and a mug of tea, 
fis taken, and at half-past six work is finished for the 
day. 

There is another half hour of meditation in chapel, and 
at half-past 7 the brothers take supper, which is sub- 
stantial, consisting of meat, fish, or eggs, with beer. 

During dinner and supper the Father Guardian, who js 


_ the head of the friary, reads Scriptures, and passes some 


portion of a book down the table to be read by each 
brother in turn. 

On feast days, the brothers keep up the traditions of 
the “jovial monk,” and enjoy themselves on luxurious 
fare, generally sent in by _— sympathizers and 
patrons.

A REMARKABLE FESTIVAL OBSERVED BY THE 


BRAUMANS OF INDIA. 


{London Daily Mail:] Of aff the many wonderful 
sights in that wonderful land of India, none is perhaps 
more striking to the European than the festival of Sri 
Pancham. Pancham is the god who looks after the in- 
plements of those who have to work for their living, aud 
one day early in the year is set apart to pay homage to 
| those implements. The night before the festival the 
mechanic polishes up his implements. If. he is wont tc 
look after a gas engine, he gives it a thorough over-

haul, or if he be a carpenter, or a weaver, or a biack- 
smith, he makes his tools bright and lays them out ior 
the coming morn. 

On the day of the festival the sisah intend are fes- 
tooned with flowers or other decoradions, and during the 
day the religicus-minded Hindu offers dainties to his 
tools, partieularly sweetmeats. While he offers the 
sweets he mutters prayers, invoking success to his future 
labor. 

it is wonderful how the sweetmeat enters into the life 
of the Hindu. li is eaten out of all proportion to his 
other food; but, then, an Indian sweetmeat is a sweet- 
meat. Many a Hindu family lives entirely on confec- 
tions, and the laiter du not carry with them the surfeit 
experience after an overdos« of butter scotch. The May- 
ura and Halwi castes make the confections, and the deli- 
cacies are highly prized by all classes of people in India 
—so much so that the demand for them by the poorer 
families is limited only_by their’ means. The dainties 
manufactured and sold by the Halwis require very con- 
siderable skill, and are very costly. Some of the con- 
fections are called pakki methai, and usualty consist of 
flour, peasemeal, pulverized riee, cream, ctc., fried in 
“ghi"” or baked in strong solutions of sugar. So it will 


. thus be seen that the Hindu, in offering sweets to his 


implements and his gods, does the best within his power 
to pay homage to that which brings him the wherewithal 
to live. 

After the offering, the various castes congregate to- 
gether, eat the sweets and hoid high holiday. As will 
be seen in one of the illustrations, the writer castes, 
among whom are numbered the government clerks, etc, 
pay homage to the items by which they get their living. 
At the ceremony depicted some thirty clerks erected an 


altar on the roof of the building in which they work. 


The altar was made of an old packing-case, draped with 


paper and surmounted by a large bottle of ink. Around 


the bottle were placed penholders, nibs, sealing wax, 
envelopes, blotting paper, and last, but not least, red 
tape. The clerks marched reverently to the ink bottle, 
ete., offering them gifts of food and coins, the service 
concluding, as usual, with a feast of sweetmeats. Only 


certain castes may eat of the sweetmeats offered by 


other castes to the gods. 

It is laid down, for instance, that a Brahman musi 
avoid, if possible, eating any kind of food in the hotise 
of a Sudra (artisan,) and that under no circumstances 
is he to eat any food cooked with water and salt by a 
Sudra, or touched by a Sudra after being so cooked. 
On the other hand, the lower classes of the Irahmans 


, are sometimes compelled by necessity to honor the Su- 


dras by accepting their hospitality, and 
eat only uncooked food, or such food as a 
Brahmans supplied by the. host.

7HE LAZIEST BIRD. 


SOMETIUNG ABOUT THE COWwBIRDS TUAT BUILD 
No NESTS. |

The laziest men in the world are those that live in 
the warm countries near the equator, but the laziest 
bird lives in a very cold part of the United States for 
many months of the year. He is the cowbird; and he 
was born so tired dhat if he could compel any other 
bird to gather his food for him he would do so; but 
he cannot, so he scratches about all day among the 
herds of cattle and sheep and goes to roost at night 
in great bands of hundreds of his relatives, always 
selecting a bushy tree, such as a cypress, for a night's 
perch. All up and down the Mississippi River Val- 
ley is the common summer home of this bird, for only 
in the depth of winter do they retreat to the warmer - 
mesas of México, whither most of the other birds have 
preceded them. In the spring following such a winter 
they are the first to return, filling all the new-year air 
with their chatter and lining the barnyard trees. 

_As you can see by a glance at the picture, the cow- 
bied is a kind of biackbird, a little smaller than the 
red-winged fellows that you have seen around ponds 
and rush-grown streams, and clear, shiny black al! 
over. The one who sat for his photograph just to 
show it today to The Times's boys and girls is a male 
bird; the female is smaller and dull, gray-brown in 
color, You must not, however, think that the glossy 
black and brown birds so plentiful around Southera 
-California barnyards during the winter months are cow- 
birds, for they are not. They are called “grackles,”’ 
and seem to be more like crows than blackbirds. You 
can find their nests, big, bulky affairs, In the orange 
and cypress trees of almost any of your ranch homes. 
There are many, many members to the blackbird fam- 
ily; the sweet-voiced meadowlarks and the gorgeous, 
golden orioles, as well as the more sober-colored black- 
birds and grackles, and of all these but one forces’ the 
hatching of her eggs and the feeding of her young 
ento another bird-mother. How and why they do this 
is considered of so much interest that several govern- 
ments have had men make long studies of the sub- 
ject. and only a year or two ago the Smithsonian In- 
stitution issued a little book just about the cowbirds, 
from which the pictures shown herewith are taken. In 
England, the cuckoo has this same habit, but the Amer- 
ican cuckoo builds her a nest and sits on her eggs as 
nicely as any robin or dove could do. Sometimes our 
roadrunner so far forgets herself as to lay her eggs 
in the nest of a quail or a meadowlark, but not often, 
and when she does, the bird upon whom Mrs. Roadrun- 
ner tries to impose generally breaks the strange egc 
or else goes away and leaves the nest alone. Then the 
field mice and the wood rats have a feast, to which 
sometimes the roadrunner comes herself, for she is very 
fond of eges—as long as they are not her own. 


But the cowbird never makes any such a poor job 
as that out of her trick. She always selects the nest 
of some smaller bird—in regions where warblers are 
plentiful the home of one of these little singers is 
most frequently chosen-—-and-there, as many eggs as 
she thinks the owner of the nest will submit to, are 
laid. Sometimes the warbler goes right on incubating 
the intruder, but now and then the two old birds get 
together and dump the egg out on the ground. Nests 
have -been found in which the warblers put a mud 
floor over the first nest and built another one on top 
of it, leaving their own cegs to spoil because they knew

Eggs of 
the eastern cowbird (for there are several different spe- 
cies found in the Mississippi Valley.) have been found 
in the nests of over cighty varieties of birds, ranging 
from the bob-white or eastern quail, to the little war- 
blers whose nest is shown herewith. When the egg is 


laid the old cowbird is always wise enough to select 


a nest in which the owner has not finished laying, so. 


that there may be no chance of the other eggs hatching 
before her own do. It requires about ten or eleven 
days for the young cowbird to break the shell, while 
most other birds of its size are two or three days 
longer, and thus he has a good start on the other nest- 
lings in point of growth. When hatched the cowbird is 
larger than the sparrow or the warbler, and conse- 
quently gradually crowds them into the background, 
taking all the food that should belong to them. As they

satisfy his awful appetite. In a very few days he gets 
too large for the little nest and goes out into the 
branches, where the old birds still continue to feed him 
in a way they never do their own young after they 
have left the neat. In Mexico and South. America there 
is a cowbird that sometimes builds a nest of her own 
and sits upon and hatches her own eggs, but no such 
thing ever happens among the black hobos of the ori-

INDIA AND THE TAJ MAHAL. 


ARCHITECTURE, SCULPTURE AND DECORATION 
PECULIAR TO INDIA’S CORAL STRAND, 


It takes a student whe is willing to spend much pa- 
lient time in study of language, religion, geography, his- 
tory of nations, and a great many other things to lbr- 
come at all familiar with the stgle of building peculiar 

to India. 

It is called one of the non-historical styles, the oth- 
ers being Chinese and Japanese, and that of Central 
America. 

Prehistoric is that which existed before history was 
written; non-historic, that which grew in its own coun- 
try and had little influence on other styles. 

Climate always affects the architecture of a country, 
and ladia lies mostly within the tropics. Storage of 
water for irrigation and for the dry season was nec- 
essary, and tanks and reservoirs were built in connec- 
tion with the temples and palaces. So, also, the beau- 
tiful screens and lattices were first made to shut out 
the extreme light and heat. 

Religion always influences architecture. The religion 
of India includes relic worship, and the old temples 
were rot for the worship of their gods, but principal'y 
to preserve sacred relics. 

Building material always influences architecture. Teak 
is the principal wood of the country: other woods are 
ebony, the bamboo of the jungle, and palms on the 
lowlands of the coast. But the people are not depend- 


which are cells. In one temple there are seventy such 


cells, each containing a cross-legged statue of the god 
to whom the temple is dedicated. Another temple is 
surrounded by 1°00 columns, a perfect forest of then, 
and in the half twilight are monstrous swarthy idols 
with eyes of sparkling diamonds. 

The ghats lining the great rivers are peculiar to In- 
dia. The word means landing places. Calcutta gets 
its name from Kali Ghat. They are long ranges of 
steps with little buildings on them used as temples aad 
rest houses. 

Pagodas are said to have come from the sculptured 
umbrellas, one above the other, that were anciently used 
to «over the shrine. China's ninc-storied pagodas orig- 
inated in this way. Some of the pagodas of India are 
wonderfully large and magnificent; the most celebrated 
is the Pagoda of Juggernaut. 


Some of the temples built for the worship of idols 
are 30 unusual that they merit a few words of descrip- 
tion. Forty miles from the nearest railway station is 
the little hill town of Ellora. The temples at this place 
are wonderful examples of patience, skill and barbaric 
Leauty. They are all of the rock-hewn style. The date 
of their building--or hewing, one might better say. is 
not quite certain, but some of them date as far back 
as 209 B. C., while others are as recent as 1200 A. D. 
One, called Kylas, is 365 feet lohg, 192 feet wide and 9¢ 
feet high; compare that with any church with which 
you are familiar and you will see that the heathen 
temple is much the larger of the two. What a bold

ent upon wood for building. There is fine granite, ex- 
cellent sandstone and beautiful pink marble, besides a 
sort of volcanic stone so close-grained as to take a po!- 
ish. Brick is used to some extent, but the soil is not 
good for brickmaking. 3 

The people of India are divided into ofders that never 
mix, and’ have been unchanged for centuries, and for 
this reason there are many different styles that have 
no connection with each other. One order, or caste. 
believes that when a person dies the soul enters the 
body of some animal, and so they do not care to pu! 
much thought or skill into the building of tombs. An- 
other order believes that the more temples they can 
build the more happiness they will have after death: 
hence they bufld many, rather than grand buildings. 

The best-known relic temples date about 2509 B.C 
They are solid mounds of masonry, with small spac »s 
for the relic and precious stones. They are usualls 
dome-shaped, like a bubble, because they believed the 
bubble was a type of human life. These mounds were 
often inclosed by rails which were wonderfully carved 

and ornamented with sculpture. On the columns were 
carved inscriptions, the top being crowned with the 
elephant, lion and other emblems. Indian columns are 
unlike those in any other style. The shaft is as much 
ornamented as the capital and base, and there is often 
a bracket capital; but there are no simple. well-known. 
types, as in Greece or Rome. Sometimes they are eighi- 
. sided instead of round; sometimes they are stumps 
and set very closely together, making a sort of screen. 
There are sculptured lions, horses, elephants, men, 
women, wheels, and palm leaves enough to bewilder 
anyone who tries to understand them. 

The rock-hewn temples, excavated from the solid. rock. 
are peculiar to India. They look much like cathedrals 
on the inside, wiih vaulted roof, a shrine, and chambers 
for the priests. There are sometimes open courtyards 

~» containing immense statues cut out of the solid rock.

Temples are sometimes placed in an open court, around 


architect must have designed it. He went up into the 
solid granite hill and dug out this huge structure: he 
hollowed it Into vast rooms, ieft pinnacles and pagodas 
in the roof and here und there in the floor, left masses 
of rock which be carved into elephants, guards and 
towers. It was all. made from the rock which was 
there; not a sauare foot was brought from elsewhere 
AS great as it is, this vast temple is covered within aad 
without with images of elephants, lions, tigers, alii- 
gavors, rams, antelopes, swans and oxen, eight and ten 
feet high. Besides these figures there are bas reliefs 
ou the walls, and the most delicate tracery of vine and 
lace effects in carving. It is as if the architect saw 
in the solid mountain a dream of a temple and hewed 
the mountain away from it, leaving its roof and tow- 
‘rs open to the sky, like any of our buildings. The 
carvings, which are beautifully and carefully finished, 
are in a fair state of preservation. There are battle 
scenes, mythical 2nimals and real animals. History does 
not tell us how long this temple was in building, but a 
lezend says that it was built in a single night; how- 
ever, the night was six months long. 

InJjia is a three-cornered country, with an area fifteen 
times greater than that of Great Britain. Her high- 
ways aie, and have always been, the great rivers, down 
which for hundreds of years timbers have been rafted for 
building. 

Delhi might be called the Rome of India. It is a 
collection of ruins of different cities covering nearly 
fifty square miles. Four great highways of travel meet 
here, from river; gulf and valley, so it is practically 
the center of India, as London is the center of England. 


Here is a palace the inner throne-room of which is 


the most splendid in the world. It was here that the 
Peacock Throne stood, a low, square chair, completely 
covered with rubies, pearls, diamonds, emeralds and 
other precious stones. The famous Koh-i-nur diamond 
was one of the peacock’s eyes, and there was a lifce- 
sized parrot said to have been cut from a single emerald.

what a clamorous crowd mother wren meets when she 
comes to the nest with a worm. How can she tell 


put it into? They certainly all look alike, and she never 
has had time even to think of naming them. And how 
can she tell which one she fed last? But in spite of 
all these grave problems the birdlings all grow most 
amazingly, and soon they have to leave the nest from 
sheer lack of room. Now the family cares are increased | 
ten fold, with this headstrong family out in the world, 
with all its temptations and pitfalls. Ten little brown 
balls, with little stubby tails and endless appetittes. 
No intruder dares come anywhere near, now, if he 
cares for peace. 

Happily these little birdlings continue to- grow rap- 
idly and before long are able to shift for themselves. 
Then in three or four months they all run off to the 
southiand, where there is no winter. 

This, briefly, is our little house wren’s happy home. 
That is, now, [Ir this twentieth century of buildings, 
buildings everywhere. But did you ever ask yourse'f 
what these little birds did- before white people came 
along to put up houses for them? They certainly have 
shown the true American spir f appropriating every- 
thing that comes their way. © answer this question 
we have only to look about us here in California. Here 
we have the Parkmans wren, which is a blood relation 
of the house wren, although the ancestral connection 
was a long way back. Our Parkmans builds its nest in 
deserted woodpecker'’s holes, or in most any suitable 
crevice in a tree. Unlike its Eastern cousin, however. 
it is quite retiring, and only an occasional progressive 
individual makes its home about buildings. And _ the 
Western cousins have to have their bit of snake skin. 
too. 

But the house wrens are not the only unprogressive 
enes. Our Vigors wren here naturally builds in a crev- 
ice in a tree or a hole in the ground, but you have only 
to toss dn old tin can into the brush in a suitable lo- 
cality in springtime, to see how soon it will be occu- 
pied by a pair of Vigors. What was said of the nest 
of the house wren might be said of the Vigors. All seem 
to want inclosed shelter. ‘That is characteristic of al} 
our wrens. | 

You doubtless are already familiar with the cactus 
wrens’ nests, great round balls of sticks and thorrs 
built right in among the cactus spines, so that you 
can't touch them without getting your hand full of 
thorns. And what a nest! Feathers, feathers, feathers. 
You would think the birds would smother in them. 
They hardly need feather beds in California. 

Here, too, we find this same idea of a covered or in- 
closed nest. The same is true of the marsh wrens, which, 
make a round ball of rushes for a nest, line it with 
the softest of hair and feathers and leave a hole about 
the size of your finger in one side for an entrance.

Most wrens’ eggs are almost a solid brown, light 
or dark. One of eur North American wrens, the short- 
billed marsh wren, has, fiowever, so far departed from 
the ancestral custom as to lay pure white eggs. Whether 
that indicates great age or not can only be surmised 
But we presume it is attributable to some other cause.

MAKE GIANT SOAP BUBBLES. 
Blowing soap bubbles used to be more popular among 


‘the boys and girls than it is in these days, but still there 


is plenty of amusement to be had by those skillful in — 


the art. The spheres are too frail to last long, it is true, 
but there is a way of making them far tougher than is 
common—so tough, indeed, that they will rol! around 
the carpet of a room for some time before bursting. 
Into a pint of warm water shave a piece of brown laun- 
dry soap about an inch square, containing a good pro- 
portion of lye. When this is thoroughly dissolved add 
a tablespoonful of gum arabic and stir till melted. Then 


a tablespoonful of glycerin is necessary, and Jastly a 


quart of cold water. . 

If the bubble makers are not very little people and 
know how to keep the water out of their months, won- 
derfully colored bubbles can be made by separating this 
mixture into cups and adding a pinch of different dia- 
mond dyes to each. But for little people strawberry or 
currant juice for pink bubbles and orange juice for 
yellow are perhaps safer. The lye in the soap, pius 
glycerin, increases the brilliancy of the bubbles and the 
gum gives them elasticity. Hot water is necessary to 
dissolve the various ingredients, but unless cold water 
is added they expand and break too rapidly in the blow- 
ing process. A curious pipe that will blow several 


bubbles at one time can be obtained from any kinder- } 
garten supply house.—{Cincinnati Commercial!
